The  readers  of  the  State  Register  and  Manual  will  find  the  edi¬ 
tion  of  1925  with  all  of  the  valuable  information  contained  in  pre¬ 
vious  editions.  The  official  “coat  of  arms”  appears  upon  the  cover, 
and  there  has  been  added  a  half-tone  to  those  appearing  in  the  1924 
edition,  being  one  showing  a  reproduction  of  the  original  Charter 
granted  to  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  and  of  the  historic  painting 
of  General  Washington  by  Stuart,  as  it  appears  in  the  Memorial 
Hall  of  the  State  Library. 

The  general  information  includes  all  that  given  in  previous  edi¬ 
tions  except,  that  the  presiding  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  boards  and  commissions  are  designated.  The  commissioners 
of  Deeds  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  other  states  are  also 
added. 

Great  care  has  been  again  taken  to  make  all  of  this  information 
brief  and  authoritative,  and  in  being  able  to  do  this,  we  are  greatly 
indebted  to  those  who  have  so  cheerfully  assisted  in  furnishing  us 
with  suggestions  and  material  help.

THE  CAPITOL. 


In  1871  the  General  Assembly  appointed  a  commission  to 
contract  for  and  fully  complete  a  Capitol  building  in  Hartford, 
and  appropriated  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  authorizing 
the  city  of  Hartford  to  appropriate  and  issue  bonds  to  the  extent 
of  one  million  dollars  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  commission  accepted  the  present  site  from  the  city  of 
Hartford,  and  the  plan  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Upjohn  of  New  York 
as  a  design  for  the  building. 

In  1873  the  plan  was  changed  to  a  design  for  the  present  fire¬ 
proof  building,  and  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  additional 
appropriated  by  the  State.  A  new  commission  was  also  ap¬ 
pointed.  In  1875  this  was  supplemented  by  a  further  and  final 
approriation  of  one  million  dollars. 

The  General  Assembly  opened  its  first  regular  session  in  the 
building  in  January,  1879,  but  it  was  not  fully  completed  until 
some  months  later. 

The  entire  cost,  including  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus 
and  such  statuary  as  was  placed  at  the  time  of  erection,  was 
$2,532,524.43,  and  the  cost  of  the  furniture  was  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  dollars  more. 

The  rooms  used  for  offices  and  by  committees  are  in  number 
about  ninety  and  are  numbered  from  one  onward,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  Representatives’  Hall, 
which  are  not  numbered. 

The  dimensions  are  as  follows : 

Extreme  length,  two  hundred  ninety-five  feet  eight  inches; 
width  of  central  part,  one  hundred  eighty-nine  feet  four  inches; 
of  wings,  one  hundred  eleven  feet  eight  inches;  height  from 
ground  to  top  of  roof,  ninety-two  feet  eight  inches ;  to  top  of 
crowning  figure,  two  hundred  fifty-seven  feet  two  inches. 

On  the  first  floor  are  the  offices  of  the  Comptroller,  Treasurer, 
and  Bureau  of  School  Fund,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Bank 
Commissioner,  Tax  Commissioner,  Department  of  State  Agencies 
and  Institutions,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Capitol.

On  the  second  floor  are  the  Representatives’  Hall  and  coat 
rooms,  and  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary,  the  At¬ 
torney-General,  Speaker’s  room,  the  Clerk  of  Bills,  Engrossing 
Clerk,  State  Auditors,  Department  of  Factory  Inspection,  and 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

On  the  third  floor  are  the  Senate  Chamber  and  cloak  room, 
the  offices  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles.  The 
Ladies’  Parlor  is  also  on  this  floor. 

On  the  fourth  floor  are  the  offices  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Blind,  Commission  of  Pharmacy,  Connecticut 
Prison  Association,  Tuberculosis  Commission,  State  Athletic 
Commission,  additional  offices  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  Motor  Vehicle  Department.  The  other  rooms  are  used  for 
committee  purposes  during  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly, 

On  the  fifth  floor  is  the  Capitol  restaurant,  and  additional 
offices  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

CAPITOL  ANNEX. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  January  Session,  1921,  (Special 
Law  No.  437)  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  Commission 
by  the  Governor,  to  consist  of  the  Comptroller  and  two  other 
persons,  to  purchase  as  an  addition  to  the  grounds  of  the  State 
Capitol  a  tract  of  land  in  the  City  of  Hartford  located  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Capitol  Avenue, 
and  to  remodel  for  state  offices  one  or  more  of  the  buildings 
standing  on  said  land. 

The  property  has  been  purchased  as  above,  and  some  of  the 
buildings  have  been  remodeled  for  state  offices,  and  are  now 
occupied  as  follows : 

At  numbers  2  to  16  Washington  Street  are  located  the  offices 
of  the  Highway  Commissioner  and  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  at  No.  100  the  State  Police  Department. 

Other  buildings  on  the  premises  have  been  prepared  for  ad¬ 
ditional  offices,  as  follows : 

Insurance  Commission,  No.  181  Capitol  Avenue ;  Commission 
on  Domestic  Animals  and  Dairy  and  Food  Commission,  257-259 
Capitol  Avenue;  Fish  and  Game  Commission  and  State  Park 
and  Forest  Commission,  253-255  Capitol  Avenue.

DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE. 

In  Congress,  July  4,  1776. 


THE  UNANIMOUS  DECLARATION 

OF  THE 

THIRTEEN  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary 
for  one  people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  con¬ 
nected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  powers  of 
the  earth,  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws 
of  nature  and  of  nature’s  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to 
the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare  the 
causes  which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are 
created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator,  with 
certain  unalienable  rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  That  to  secure  these  rights, 
governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  that  whenever  any 
form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is 
the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute 
a  new  government,  laying  its  foundation  on  such  principles, 
and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form  as  to  them  shall  seem 
most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudence, 
indeed  will  dictate,  that  governments  long  established  should 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes;  and  accordingly 
all  experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to 
suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable,  than  to  right  themselves  by 
abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But  when 
a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the 
same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute 
despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  such 
government,  and  to  provide  new  guards  for  their  future  se¬ 
curity.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these  Colonies, 
and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter 
their  former  systems  of  government.  The  history  of^  the  pres¬ 
ent  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries  and 
usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  establishment  of  an 
absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts  be 
submitted  to  a  candid  world.

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws,  the  most  wholesome  and 
necessary  for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate 
and  pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation 
till  his  assent  should  be  obtained ;  and  when  so  suspended,  he 
has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of 
large  districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish 
the  right  of  representation  in  the  legislature,  a  right  inestimable 
to  them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual, 
uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public 
records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance 
with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  op¬ 
posing  with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the 
people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to 
cause  others  to  be  elected ;  whereby  the  legislative  powers,  in¬ 
capable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for 
their  exercise ;  the  State  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to 
all  the  dangers  of  invasion  from  without  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States ; 
for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of 
foreigners;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migra¬ 
tion  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations 
of  lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice  by  refusing 
his  assent  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the 
tenure  of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their 
salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither 
swarms  of  officers  to  harass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  sub¬ 
stance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies, 
without  the  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of  and 
superior  to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction 
foreign  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws; 
giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legislation : 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for 
any  murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of 
these  States : 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world; 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent: 
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For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by 
jury; 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended 
offenses : 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neigh¬ 
boring  province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government, 
and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  ex¬ 
ample  and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule 
into  these  Colonies : 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable 
laws,  and  altering  fundamentally  the  forms  of  our  governments : 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  them¬ 
selves  invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  what¬ 
soever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of 
his  protection,  and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our 
towns,  and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign 
mercenaries  to  complete  the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and 
tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  per¬ 
fidy,  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally 
unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the 
high  seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  ex¬ 
ecutioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themsleves  by 
their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrection  amongst  us,  and  has 
endeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the 
merciless  Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an 
undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for 
redress  in  the  most  humble  terms;  our  repeated  petitions  have 
been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince  whose  char¬ 
acter  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant, 
is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British 
brethren.  We  have  warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  at¬ 
tempts  by  their  legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of 
our  emigration  and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their 
native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured  them  by 
the  ties  of  our  common  kindred  to  disavow  these  usurpations, 
which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  connexions  and  corres¬ 
pondence.  They,  too,  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice 
and  to  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity  which  denounces  our  separation  and  hold  them,  as  we 
hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace,  friends. 
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We,  therefore,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  General  Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions, 
do,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of 
these  Colonies,  solemnly  publish  and  declare,  That  these  United 
Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  independent 
States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British 
crown,  and  that  all  political  connexion  between  them  and  the 
State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved; 
and  that  as  free  and  independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to 
levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  com¬ 
merce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  independent 
States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  declara¬ 
tion,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence,  we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes, 
and  our  sacred  honor.  JOHN  HANCOCK.

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We  the  people  of  THE  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquil¬ 
lity,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote  the  general  wel¬ 
fare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our 
posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the 

United  States  of  America. 

ARICLE  I 

Section  1.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist 
of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Section  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed 
of  members  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  People  of  the 
several  States,  and  the  Electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the 

Qualifications  requisite  for  Electors  of  the  most  numerous 

Branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 

attained  to  the  Age  of  twenty-five  Years,  and  been  seven  Years 
a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected 
be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 
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Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  Numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  Number  of  free  Persons, 
including  those  bound  to  Service  for  a  Term  of  Years,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons. 
The  actual  Enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  Years  after 
the  first  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  every  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years,  in  such  Manner 
as  they  shall  by  Law  direct.  The  Number  of  Representatives 
shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  Thousand,  but  each  State 
shall  have  at  Least  one  Representative ;  and  until  such  enumera¬ 
tion  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode-Island  and 
Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York  six, 
New  Jersey  four,  Pensylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland 
six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina  five.  South  Carolina  five  and 
Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any 
State,  the  Executive  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of 
Election  to  fill  such  Vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and 
other  Officers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Section  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  thereof,  for  six  Years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
Vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence 
of  the  first  Election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may 
be  into  three  Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first 
Class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  Expiration  of  the  second  Year, 
of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fourth  Year,  and 
of  the  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth  Year,  so  that 
one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  Year;  and  if  Vacancies 
happen  by  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  Recess  of  the 
Legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make 
temporary  Appointments  until  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature,  which  shall  then  fill  sucH  Vacancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabi¬ 
tant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a  Presi¬ 
dent  pro  tempore,  in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or 
when  he  shall  exercise  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United 
States. 
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The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeach¬ 
ments.  When  sitting  for  that  Purpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath 
or  Affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
tried  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  Person  shall  be 
convicted  without  the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjoy  any  Office  of  honor,  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United 
States :  but  the  Party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and 
subject  to  Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment  and  Punishment,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Law. 

Section  4.  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner  of  holding  Elec¬ 
tions  for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  State  by  the  Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may 
at  any  time  by  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except 
as  to  the  Places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year, 
and  such  Meetings  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
unless  they  shall  by  Law  appoint  a  different  Day. 

Section  5.  Each  House  sliall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections, 
Returns  and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Business;  but  a 
smaller  Number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  Attendance  of  absent  Members,  in 
such  Manner,  and  under  such  Penalties  as  each  House  may 
provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings, 
punish  its  Members  for  disorderly  Behavior,  and,  with  the 
Concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as 
may  in  their  Judgment  require  Secrecy;  and  the  Yeas  and 
Nays  of  the  Members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  Desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  Present,  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall,  with¬ 
out  the  Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days, 
nor  to  any  other  Place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall 
be  sitting. 

Section  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive 
a  Compensation  for  their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall 
in  all  Cases,  except  Treason,  Felony  and  Breach  of  the  Peace, 
be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  Attendance  at  the 
Session  of  their  rsepective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  return¬ 
ing  from  the  same;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate  in  either 
House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  Place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for 
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which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  Office  under 
the  Authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  Emoluments  whereof  shall  have -been  encreased 
during  such  time;  and  no  Person  holding  any  Office  under  the 
United  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either  House  during  his 
Continuance  in  Office. 

Section  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  originate  in 
the  House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  If  he  approve 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  Objec¬ 
tions  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  proceed  to 
reconsider  it.  If  after  such  Reconsideration  two  thirds  of  that 
House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together 
with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  like¬ 
wise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  that 
House,  it  shall  become  a  Law.  But  in  all  such  Cases  the 
Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  Nays, 
and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against  the  Bill 
shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively. 
If  any  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten 
Days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  the  Same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  Manner  as  if  he  had 
signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their  Adjournment  prevent 
its  Return,  in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law. 

Every  Order,  Resolution,  or  Vote  to  which  the  Concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary 
(except  on  a  question  of  Adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the  Same 
shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved 
by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  Rules  and 
Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

Section  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and 
collect  Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises,  to  pay  the  Debts 
and  provide  for  the  common  Defence  and  general  Welfare  of 
the  United  States;  but  all  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises  shall 
be  uniform,  throughout  the  United  States ; 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States; 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uniform 
Laws  on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the  United 
States ; 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  Value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
Coin,  and  fix  the  Standard  of  Weights  and  Measures; 
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To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securi¬ 
ties  and  current  Coin  of  the  United  States; 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads; 

To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by  se¬ 
curing  for  limited  Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the  exclu¬ 
sive  Right  to  their  respective  Writings  and  Discoveries; 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court; 

To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on 
the  high  Seas,  and  Offenses  against  the  Law  of  Nations; 

To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal,  and 
make  Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water; 

To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money 
to  that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navy; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws 
of  the  Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions ; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the 
Militia,  and  for  governing  such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the 
States  respectively,  the  Appointment  of  the  Officers,  and  the 
Authority  of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the  discipline 
prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  District  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may, 
by  Cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Con¬ 
gress,  become  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all  Places  purchased  by 
the  Consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  Same 
shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of  Forts,  Magazines,  Arsenals,  dock¬ 
yards,  and  other  needful  Buildings; — And 

To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  Execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all  other 
Powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  Department  or  Officer  thereof. 

Section  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may  be 
imposed  on  such  Importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  Person. 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless  when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion  the 
public  Safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 

No  Capitation,  or  other  direct,  Tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in 
Proportion  to  the  Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before  directed 
to  be  taken. 
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No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any 
State. 

No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Com¬ 
merce  or  Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of 

another;  nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be 

obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  another. 

No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  Conse¬ 
quence  of  Appropriations  made  by  Law;  and  a  regular  State¬ 
ment  and  Account  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  all 

public  Money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: 
And  no  Person  holding  any  Office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under 
them  shall  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 

any  present.  Emolument,  Office,  or  Title,  of  any  kind  whatever, 
from  any  King,  Prince,  or  foreign  State. 

Section  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty,  Alliance, 
or  Confederation;  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal;  coin 
Money;  emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make  any  Thing  but  gold  and 
silver  Coin  a  Tender  in  Payment  of  Debts;  pass  any  Bill  of 
Attainder,  ex  post  facto  Law,  or  Law  imparing  the  Obligation 
of  Contracts,  or  grant  any  Title  of  Nobility. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  lay 
any  Imposts  or  Duties  on  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  lor  executing  it’s  Inspection  Laws :  and 
the  net  Produce  of  All  Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any  State 
on  Imports  or  Exports,  shall  be  for  the  Use  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States;  and  all  such  Laws  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Revision  and  Controul  of  the  Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any 
Duty  of  Tonnage,  keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  of 
Peace,  enter  into  any  Agreement  or  Compact  with  another 
State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power,  or  engage  in  War,  unless 
actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  Danger  as  will  not  admit 
of  delay. 

ARTICLE  n. 

Section  1.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  Office 
during  the  Term  of  four  Years,  and,  together  with  the  Vice 
President,  chosen  for  the  same  Term,  be  elected,  as  follows 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
Number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State 
may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress :  but  no  Senator  or  Represen¬ 
tative,  or  Person  holding  an  office  of  Trust  or  Profit  under 
the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote 
by  Ballot  for  two  Persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an 
Inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  they  shall 
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make  a  List  of  all  the  Persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  Number  of 
Votes  for  each;  which  List  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and 
transmit  sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  President 
of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  Presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  open  all  the  Certificates,  and  the  Votes  shall 
then  be  counted.  The  Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of 
Votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  Number  be  a  Majority 
of  the  whole  Number  of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be 
more  than  one  who  have  such  Majority,  and  have  an 
equal  Number  of  Votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  immediately  chuse  by  Ballot  one  of  them  for  President; 
and  if  no  Person  have  a  Majority,  then  from  the  five  highest 
on  the  List  the  said  House  shall  in  like  Manner  chuse  the 
President.  But  in  chusing  the  President,  the  Votes  shall  be 
taken  by  States,  the  Representation  from  each  State  having  one 
Vote;  A  quorum  for  this  Purpose  shall  consist  of  a  Member  or 
Members  from  two  thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  Majority  of  all 
the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  Choice.  Tn  every  Case,  after 
the  Choice  of  the  President,  the  Person  having  the  greatest 
Number  of  Votes  of  the  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice  President. 
But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  Votes, 
the  Senate  shall  chuse  from  them  by  Ballot  the  Vice  President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the  Elec¬ 
tors,  and  the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes;  which 
Day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  Adoption  of  this  Constitu¬ 
tion,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  President;  neither  shall 
any  Person  be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  thirty  five  Years,  and  been  fourteen  Years  a 
Resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  Case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of 
his  Death,  Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers 
and  Duties  of  the  said  Office,  the  Same  shall  devolve  on  the 

Vice  President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  Law  provide  for  the 

Case  of  Removal,  Death,  Resignation  or  Inability,  both  of  the 
President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  Officer  shall 
then  act  as  President,  and  such  Officer  shall  act  accordingly, 
until  the  Disability^  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his  Services, 
a  Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin¬ 
ished  during  the  Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  Period  any  other  Emolu¬ 
ment  from  the  United  Stales,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall  take 
the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation : —  ‘T  do  solemnly  swear 

(or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  Office  of  Presi¬ 

dent  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my  Ability, 
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preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.” 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Arm}'  and  Navy  of  .the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of 
the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of  the 
United  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  writing,  of  the 
principal^  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments,  upon 
any  Subject  relating  to  the  Duties  of  their  respective  Offices, 
and  he  shall  have  Power  to  grant  Reprieves  and  Pardons  for 
Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  Cases  of  Im¬ 
peachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  Am¬ 
bassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the 
supreme  Court,  and  all  other  Officers  of  the  United  States, 
whose  Appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  which  shall  be  established  by  Law;  but  the  Congress  may 
by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of  such  inferior  Officers,  as  they 
think,  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or 
in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 

The  President  shall  have  Power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies 
that  may  Happen  during  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting 
Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  End  of  their  next  Ses¬ 
sion. 

Section  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
Information  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to 
their  Consideration  such  Measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary 
and  expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  Occasions,  convene 
both  Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  Case  of  Disagreement 
between  them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of  Adjournment,  he 
may  adjourn  them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he 
shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers;  he  shall 
take  Care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  Com¬ 
mission  all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  The  President,  Vice  President  and  all  civil  Officers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Im¬ 
peachment  for,  and  Conviction  of,  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other 
high  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  vested  in  one  supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts 
as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 
The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Courts,  shall 
hold  their  Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated 
Times,  receive  for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  Continuance  in  Office. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES.

Section  2.  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in 
Law  and  Equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  Authority; — to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors, 
other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls; — to  all  Cases  of  admir¬ 
alty  and  maritime  Jurisdiction; — to  Controversies  to  which 
the  United  States  shall  be  a  Party ;  —  to  Controversies  between 
two  or  more  States ;  —  between  a  State  and  Citizens  of  another 
State;  —  between  Citizens  of  different  States,  —  between  Citi¬ 
zens  of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  dif¬ 
ferent  States,  and  between  a  State,  or  the  Citizens  thereof,  and 
foreign  States,  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers 
and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the 
supreme  Court  shall  have  original  Jurisdiction.  In  all  the 
other  Cases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and  Fact,  with  such 
Exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall 
make. 

The  trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment, 
shall  be  by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  Crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such 
Place  or  Places  as  the  Congress  may  by  Law  have  directed. 

Section  3.  Treason  aganist  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
Enemies,  giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort.  No  Person  shall  be 
convicted  of  Treason  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Witnesses 
to  the  same  overt  Act,  or  on  Confession  in  open  Court. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  declare  the  Punishment  of 
Treason,  but  no  Attainder  of  Treason  shall  work  Corruption  of 
Blood,  or  Forfeiture  except  during  the  Life  of  the  Person  at¬ 
tainted. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Full  Faith  and  Credit  shall  be  given  in  each 
State  to  the  Public  Acts,  Records,  and  judicial  Proceedings 
of  every  other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  Laws 
prescribe  the  Manner  in  which  such  Acts,  Records  and  Pro¬ 
ceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  the  Effect  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  Privileges  and  Immunities  of  Citizens  of  the  several  States. 

A  Person  charged  in  any  State  with  Treason,  Felony,  or 
other  Crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in  an¬ 
other  State,  shall  on  Demand  of  the  executive  Authority  of  the 
State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the 
State  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  Person  held  to  Service  or  Labour  in  one  State,  under 
the  Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Consequence 
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of  any  Law  or  Regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
Service  or  Labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  Claim  of  the 
Party  to  whom  such  Service  or  Labour  may  be  due. 

Section  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into 
this  Union ;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be  formed 
by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  Parts  of  States, 
without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned 
as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all 
needful  Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  the  Territory  or 
other  Property  belonging  to  the  United  States ;  and  nothing  in 
this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice  any 
Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

Section  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State 
in  the  Union  a  Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  Invasion;  and  on  Application  of 
the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Executive  (when  the  Legislature 
cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  Violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Constitu¬ 
tion,  or,  on  the  Application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two  thirds  of 
the  several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing 
Amendments,  which,  in  either  Case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  Intents 
and  Purposes,  as  Part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by 
the  Legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by 
Conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other 
Mode  of  Ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress;  Pro¬ 
vided  that  no  Amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
Year  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any 
Manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses  in  the  Ninth  Section 
of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its  Consent, 
shall  be  deprived  of  it’s  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against 
the  United  States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  Con¬ 
federation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  Pursuance  thereof ;  and  all  Treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  Authority  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and  the  Judges  in 
every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  Thing  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  or  Laws  of  any  State  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  Members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
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tive  and  judicial  Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  Oath  or  Affirmation,  to  support 
this  Constitution;  but  no  religious  Test  shall  ever  be  required 
as  a  Qualification  to  any  Office  or  public  Trust  under  the  United 
States. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  Establishment  of  this  Constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratifying  the  Same.

Articles. 

In  addition  to,  and  amendment  of  the  constitution  of  the 
united  states  of  AMERICA, 

Proposed  by  Congress,  and  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several 
States,  pursuant  to  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Original  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I.f 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof ;  or  abridging 
the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the 
people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  Government 
for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  well  regulated  Militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of 
a  free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  Arms, 
shall  not  be  infringed. 


ARTICLE  III. 

No  Soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  Owner,  nor  in  time  of  war, 
but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law.

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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures, 
shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  Warrants  shall  issue,  but  upon 
probable  cause,  supported  by  Oath  or  affirmation,  and  particu¬ 
larly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or 
things  to  be  seized. 


ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  other¬ 
wise  infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of 
a  Grand  Jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval 
forces,  or  in  the  Militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  War 
or  public  danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same 
offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be 
compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself, 
nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  pro¬ 
cess  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use, 
without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the 
right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  com¬ 
mitted,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained 
by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the 
accusation;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to 
have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor, 
and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel  for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII.* 

In  Suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy 
shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall 
be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury,  shall  be  otherwise 
re-examined  in  any  Court  of  the  United  States,  than  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights, 
shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by 
the  people. 


This  affects  only  United  States  courts. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the 
States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or 
prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  Citizens  of 
another  State,  or  by  Citizens  or  Subjects  of  any  Foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at 
least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  them¬ 
selves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as 
President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as 
Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  per¬ 
sons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as 
Vice-President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate ; — The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all 
the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted ;  —  The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President,  shall 
be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such 
majority,  then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers 
not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President, 
the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  bal¬ 
lot,  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes 
shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  state 
having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if 
the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other 
constitutional  disability  of  the  President.  —  The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President  shall  be  Vice- 
President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  Electors  appointed,  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then 
from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall 
choose  the  Vice-President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States. 
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ARTICLE  XIII.* 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except 
as  a  punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been 
duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or  any 
place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

ARTICLE  XlV.t 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  'reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor 
shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property, 
without  due  process  of  law;  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its 
jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting 
the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians 
not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the 
choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  Executive  and 
Judicial  officers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State, 
being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion, 
or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  re¬ 
duced  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one 
years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative 
in  Congress,  or  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President,  or 
hold  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or 
under  any  State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a 
member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as 
a  member  of  any  State  legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or 
judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion 
against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  there¬ 
of.  But  Congress  may  by  a  vote  of  two-lhirds  of  each  House, 
remove  such  disabliity. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United 
States,  authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment

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of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  insurrec¬ 
tion  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  tiie 
United  States  nor  any  State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or 
obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against 
the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation 
of  any  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obligations,  and  claims  shall 
be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by 
appropriate  legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  XV.* 

Section  T.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote 
shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by 
any  State  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of 
servitude  — 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this 
article  by  appropriate  legislation  — 

ARTICLE  XVLt 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes  on 
incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived,  without  apportionment 
among  the  several  States,  and  without  regard  to  any  census 
or  enumeration. 


ARTICLE  XVlLt 

The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  t^vo 
Senators  from  each  State,  elected  by  the  people  thereof,  for  six 
years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote.  The  electors  in 
each  State  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of 
the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  legislatures.  When 
vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  of  any  State  in  the 
Senate,  the  executive  authority  of  such  State  shall  issue  writs 
of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies:  Provided,  That  the  legisla¬ 
ture  of  any  State  may  empower  the  executive  thereof  to  make 
temporary  appointments  until  the  people  fill  the  vacancies  by 
election  as  the  legislature  may  direct.  This  amendment  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  election  or  term  of  any 
Senator  chosen  before  it  becomes  valid  as  part  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution.

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ARTICLE  XVIII.* 

Section  1.  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this 
article  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within,  the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exportation 
thereof  from  the  United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  thereof  for  beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  and  the  several  States  shall  have 
concurrent  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legis¬ 
lation. 

Section  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the 
legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  submission 
hereof  to  the  States  by  the  Congress. 

ARTICLE  XlX.t 

The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not 
be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State 
on  account  of  sex. 

Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appro¬ 
priate  legislation.

CONNECTICUT. 

The  “Fundamental  Orders,”  1638-9. 

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  the  Almighty  God  by  the  wise 
disposition  of  his  divine  providence  so  to  order  and  dispose  of 
things  that  we  the  Inhabitants  and  Residents  of  Windsor, 
Hartford,  and  Wethersfield  are  now  cohabiting  and  dwelling  in 
and  upon  the  River  of  Connectecotte  and  the  lands  thereunto 
adjoining;  and  well  knowing  where  a  people  are  gathered 
together  the  word  of  God  requires  that  to  maintain  the  peace 
and  union  of  such  a  people  there  should  be  an  orderly  and 
decent  Government  established  according  to  God,  to  order  and 
dispose  of  the  affairs  of  the  people  at  all  seasons  as  occasion 
shall  require;  do  therefore  associate  and  conjoin  ourselves  to 
be  as  one  Public  State  or  Commonwealth;  and  do  for  ourselves 
and  our  Successors  and  such  as  shall  be  adjoined  to  us  at  any 
time  hereafter,  enter  into  Combination  and  Confederation 
together,  to  maintain  and  preserve  the  liberty  and  purity  of  the 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  which  we  now  profess,  as  also  the 
discipline  of  the  Churches,  which  according  to  the  truth  of  the 
said  Gospel  is  now  practiced  amongst  us;  as  also  in  our  Civil

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affairs  to  be  guided  and  governed  according  to  such  Laws, 
Rules,  Orders,  and  Decrees  as  shall  be  made,  ordered,  and 
decreed,  as  followeth: — 

1.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  there  shall  be 
yearly  two  Genepl  Assemblies  or  Courts,  the  one  the  second 
Thursday  in  April,  the  other  the  second  Thursday  in  September 
following ;  the  first  shall  be  called  the  Court  of  Election, 
wherein  shall  be  yearly  chosen  from  time  to  time  so  many 
Magistrates  and  other  pubic  Officers  as  shall  be  found  re¬ 
quisite  :  Whereof  one  to  be  chosen  Governor  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  until  another  be  chosen,  and  no  other  Magistrate 
to  be  chosen  for  more  than  one  year;  provided  always  there 
be  six  chosen  besides  the  Governor,  which  being  chosen  and 
sworn  according  to  an  Oath  recorded  for  that  purpose,  shall 
have  power  to  administer  justice  according  to  the  Laws  here 
established,  and  for  want  thereof,  according  to  the  rule  of  the 
Word  of  God;  which  choice  shall  be  made  by  all  that  are 
admitted  freemen  and  have  taken  the  Oath  of  Fidelity,  and  do 
cohabit  within  this  Jurisdiction  (^having  been  admitted  Inhabi¬ 
tants  by  the  major  part  of  the  Town  wherein  they  live)  or 
the  major  part  of  such  as  shall  be  then  present. 

2.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Election 
of  the  aforesaid  Magistrates  shall  be  on  this  manner :  every 
person  present  and  qualified  for  choice  shall  bring  in  (to  the 
persons  deputed  to  receive  them)  one  single  paper  with  the 
name  of  him  written  in  it  whom  he  desires  to  have  Governor, 
and  he  that  hath  the  greatest  number  of  papers  shall  be 
Governor  for  that  year.  And  the  rest  of  the  Magistrates  or 
public  officers  to  be  chosen  in  this  manner:  the  Secretary  for 
the  time  being  shall  first  read  the  names  of  all  that  are  to  be 
put  to  choice  and  then  shall  severally  nominate  them  distinctly, 
and  every  one  that  would  have  the  person  nominated  to  be 
chosen  shall  bring  in  one  single  paper  written  upon,  and  he 
that  would  not  have  him  chosen  shall  bring  in  a  blank;  and 
every  one  that  hath  more  written  papers  than  blanks  shall  be 
a  Magistrate  for  that  year;  which  papers  shall  be  received  and 
told  by  one  or  more  that  shall  be  then  chosen  by  the  court  and 
sworn  to  be  faithful  therein;  but  in  case  there  should  not  be 
six  chosen  as  aforesaid,  besides  the  Governor,  out  of  those 
which  are  nominated,  then  he  or  they  which  have  the  most 
written  papers  shall  be  a  Magistrate  or  Magistrates  for  the 
ensuing  year,  to  make  up  the  aforesaid  number. 

3.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Secretary 
shall  not  nominate  any  person,  nor  shall  any  person  be  chosen 
newly  into  the  Magistracy,  which  was  not  propounded  in  some 
General  Court  before,  to  be  nominated  the  next  Election;  and 
to  that  end  it  shall  be  lawful  for  each  of  the  Towns  aforesaid 


*  This  clause  was  interlined  in  a  different  handwriting,  and  is  of  a 
later  date.  It  was  adopted  by  the  General  Court  of  November,  1643. 
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by  their  deputies  to  nominate  any  two  whom  they  conceive  fit 
to  be  put  to  election;  and  the  Court  may  add  so  many  more 
as  they  judge  requisite. 

4.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced  and  decreed,  that  no  person  be 
chosen  Governor  above  once  in  two  years,  and  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  be  always  a  member  of  some  approved  congregation,  and 
formerly  of  the  Magistracy  within  this  Jurisdiction;  and  all 
the  Magistrates,  Freemen  of  this  Commonwealth :  and  that  no 
Magistrate  or  other  public  officer  shall  execute  any  part  of  his 
or  their  office  before  they  are  severally  sworn,  which  shall  be 
done  in  the  face  of  the  court  if  they  be  present,  and  in  case  of 
absence  by  some  deputed  for  that  purpose. 

5.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  to  the  afore¬ 
said  Court  of  Election  the  several  Towns  shall  send  their 
deputies,  and  when  the  Elections  are  ended  they  may  proceed  in 
any  public  service  as  at  other  Courts.  Also  the  other  General 
Court  in  September  shall  be  for  making  of  laws,  and  any 
other  public  occasion,  which  concerns  the  good  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 

6.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Governor 
shall,  either  by  himself  or  by  the  secretary,  send  out  summons 
to  the  constables  of  every  Town  for  the  calling  of  these  two 
standing  Courts  one  month  at  least  before  their  several  times : 
And  also  if  the  Governor  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  Magis¬ 
trates  see  cause  upon  any  special  occasion  to  call  a  General 
Court,  they  may  give  order  to  the  Secretary  so  to  do  within 
fourteen  days’  warning:  and  if  urgent  necessity  so  require, 
upon  a  shorter  notice,  giving  sufficient  grounds  for  it  to  the 
deputies  when  they  meet,  or  else  be  questioned  for  the  same ; 
And  if  the  Governor  and  major  part  of  Magistrates  shall 
either  neglect  or  refuse  to  call  the  two  General  standing  Courts 
or  either  of  them,  as  also  at  other  times  when  the  occasions 
of  the  Commonwealth  require,  the  Freemen  thereof,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  petition  to  tliem  so  to  do;  if  then 
it  be  either  denied  or  neglected,  the  said  Freemen,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  give  order  to  the  Constables 
of  the  several  Towns  to  do  the  same,  and  so  may  meet  together, 
and  choose  to  themselves  a  Moderator,  and  may  proceed  to  do 
any  act  of  power  which  any  other  General  Courts  may. 

7.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  after  there 
are  warrants  given  out  for  any  of  the  said  General  Courts,  the 
Constable  or  Constables  of  each  Town  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  distinctly  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  same,  in  some  public 
assembly  or  by  going  or  sending  from  house  to  house,  that  at 
a  place  and  time  by  him  or  them  limited  and  set,  they  meet  and 
assemble  themselves  together  to  elect  and  choose  certain 
deputies  to  be  at  the  General  Court  then  following  to  agitate  the 
affairs  of  the  Commonwealth;  which  said  deputies  shall  be 
chosen  by  all  that  are  admitted  Inhabitants  in  the  several  Towns 
and  have  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity;  provided  that  none  be 
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chosen  a  Deputy  for  any  General  Court  which  is  not  a  Freeman 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  aforesaid  deputies  shall  be  chosen  in  manner  following: 
every  person  that  is  present  and  qualified  as  before  expressed, 
shall  bring  the  names  of  such,  written  in  several  papers,  as 
they  desire  to  have  chosen  for  that  employment,  and  these  three 
or  four,  more  or  less,  being  the  number  agreed  on  to  be 
chosen  for  that  time,  that  have  greatest  number  of  papers 
written  for  them  shall  be  deputies  for  that  Court;  whose 
names  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  back  side  of  the  warrant  and 
returned  into  the  Court,  with  the  constable  or  constables’  hand 
unto  the  same. 

8.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed  that  Windsor, 
Hartford,  and  Wethersfield  shall  have  power,  each  Town  to 
send  four  of  their  Freemen  as  their  deputies  to  every  General 
Court;  and  whatsoever  other  Towns  shall  be  hereafter  added 
to  this  Jurisdiction  they  shall  send  so  many  deputies  as  the 
Court  shall  judge  meet,,  a  reasonable  proportion  to  the  number 
of  Freemen  that  are  in  the  said  Towns  being  to  be  attended 
therein ;  which  deputies  shall  have  the  power  of  the  whole 
Town  to  give  their  votes  and  allowance  to  all  such  laws  and 
orders  as  may  be  for  the  public  good,  and  unto  which  the  said 
Towns  are  to  be  bound. 

9.  It  is  Ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  deputies  thus  chosen 
shall  have  power  and  liberty  to  appoint  a  time  and  a  place  of 
meeting  together  before  any  General  Court,  to  advise  and 
consult  of  all  such  things  as  may  concern  the  good  of  the 
public,  as  also  to  examine  their  own  Elections,  whether  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  order,  and  if  they  or  the  greatest  part  of  them  find 
any  election  to  be  illegal  they  may  seclude  such  for  present 
from  their  meeting,  and  return  the  same  and  their  reasons  to 
the  Court;  and  if  it  prove  true,  the  Court  may  fine  the  party  or 
parties  so  intruding,  and  the  Town,  if  they  see  cause,  and  give 
out  a  warrant  to  go  to  a  new  election  in  a  legal  way,  either  in 
part  or  in  whole.  Also  the  said  deputies  shall  have  power  to 
fine  any  that  shall  be  disorderly  at  their  meetings,  or  for  not 
coming  in  due  time  or  place  according  to  appointment;  and 
they  may  return  the  said  fines  into  the  Court  if  it  be  refused 
to  be  paid,  and  the  Treasurer  to  take  notice  of  it,  and  to 
escheat  or  levy  the  same  as  he  does  other  fines. 

10.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced  and  decreed,  that  every  General 
Court,  except  such  as  through  neglect  of  the  Governor  and  the 
greatest  part  of  Magistrates  the  Freemen  themselves  do  call, 
shall  consist  of  the  Governor,  or  some  one  chosen  to  moderate 
the  Court,  and  four  other  Magistrates  at  least,  with  the  major 
part  of  the  deputies  of  the  several  Towns  legally  chosen;  and 
in  case  the  Freemen,  or  major  part  of  them,  through  neglect 
or’  refusal  of  the  Governor  and  major  part  of  the  Magistrates, 
shall  call  a  Court,  it  shall  consist  of  the  major  part  of  Freemen 
that  are  present  or  their  deputies,  with  a  Moderator  chosen 'by 
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them:  In  which  said  General  Courts  shall  consist  the  supreme 
power  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  they  only  shall  have  power 
to  make  laws  or  repeal  them,  to  grant  levies,  to  admit  of 
Freemen,  dispose  of  lands  undisposed  of,  to  several  Towns  or 
persons,  and  also  shall  have  power  to  call  either  Court  or 
Magistrate  or  any  other  person  whatsoever  into  question  for 
any  misdemeanor,  and  may  for  just  causes  displace  or  deal 
otherwise  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense;  and  also 
may  deal  in  any  other  matter  that  concerns  the  good  of  this 
Commonwealth,  except  election  of  Magistrates,  which  shall  be 
done  by  the  whole  body  of  Freemen, 

In  which  Court  the  Governor  or  Moderator  shall  have  power 
to  order  the  Court,  to  give  liberty  of  speech,  and  silence  un¬ 
seasonable  and  disorderly  speakings,  to  put  all  things  to  vote, 
and  in  case  the  vote  be  equal  to  have  the  casting  voice.  But 
none  of  these  Courts  shall  be  adjourned  or  dissolved  without 
the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  Court. 

11.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  when  any 
General  Court  upon  the  occasions  of  the  Commonwealth  have 
agreed  upon  any  sum,  or  sums  of  money  to  be  levied  upon  the 
several  Towns  within  this  Jurisdiction,  that  a  committee  be 
chosen  to  set  out  and  appoint  what  shall  be  the  proportion  of 
every  Town  to  pay  of  the  said  levy,  provided  the  committee  be 
made  up  of  an  equal  number  out  of  each  Town. 

14th  January  1638  the  11  Orders  abovesaid  are  voted. 
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Charles  the  Second,  By  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Eng¬ 
land,  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  Faith,  &c. ; 
To  all  to  whome  theis  presents  shall  come  Greeting:  Where¬ 
as,  by  the  severall  Navigacons,  discoveryes  and  successful! 
Plantacons  of  dierse  of  our  loving  Subjects  of  this  our  Realme 
of  England,  Severall  Lands,  Islands,  Places,  Colonies  and 
Plantacons  have  byn  obtayned  and  setled  in  that  parte  of  the 
Continent  of  America  called  New  England,  and  thereby  the 
Trade  and  Comerce  there  hath  byn  of  late  yeares  much  in¬ 
creased,  And  whereas,  wee  have  byn  informed  by  the  humble 
Peticon  of  our  Trusty  and  welbeloved  John  Winthrop,  John 
Mason,  Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Clerke,  Mathew  Allen,  John 
Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,  Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord,  Henry 
Woolicott,  John  Talcott,  Daniell  Clerke,  John  Ogden,  Thomas 
Wells,  Obedias  Brewen,  John  Clerke,  Anthony  Haukins,  John 
Deming  and  Matthew  Camfeild,  being  Persons  Principally  in¬ 
terested  in  our  Colony  or  Plantacon  of  Connecticutt  in  New 
England,  that  the  same  Colony  or  the  greatest  parte  thereof 
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was  purchased  and  obteyned  for  greate  and  valuable  Considera- 
cons,  And  some  other  part  thereof  gained  by  Conquest  and 
with  much  difficulty,  and  att  the  onely  endeavours,  expence 
and  Charge  of  them  and  their  Associates,  and  those  vnder 
whome  they  Clayme,  Subdued  and  improved,  and  thereby  be¬ 
come  a  considerable  enlargement  and  addicon  of  our  Domin¬ 
ions  and  interest  there, — Now  Know  Yea,  that  in  consideracon 
thereof,  and  in  regard  the  said  Colony  is  remote  from  other 
the  English  Plantacons  in  the  Places  aforesaid.  And  to  the 
end  the  Affaires  and  Business  which  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme 
happen  or  arise  concerning  the  same  may  be  duely  Ordered 
and  mannaged,  Wee  have  thought  fitt,  and  att  the  humble 
Peticon  of  the  Persons  aforesaid,  and  are  graciously  pleased 
to  Create  and  Make  them  a  Body  Pollitique  and  Corporate, 
with  the  powers  and  Privileges  herein  after  menconed;  And 
accordingly  Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  of  our  especiall 
grace,  certeine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon  wee  have 
Ordeyned,  Constituted  and  Declared,  And  by  theis  presents, 
for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Doe  Ordeiiie,  Constitute 
and  Declare  That  they,  the  said  John  Winthrop,  John  Mason, 
Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Clerke,  Mathew  Allen,  John  Tappen, 
Nathan  Gold,  Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord,  Henry  Woolcot, 
John  Talcot,  Daniell  Clerke,  John  Ogden,  Thomas  Wells,  Oba- 
diah  Brewen,  John  Clerke,  Anthony  Hawkins,  John  Deming 
and  Mathew  Camfeild,  and  all  such  others  as  now  are  or  here¬ 
after  shall  bee  Admitted  and  made  free  of  the  Company  and 
Society  of  our  Collony  of  Connecticut  in  America,  shall  from 
tyme  to  tyme  and  forever  hereafter,  bee  one  Body  Corporate 
and  Pollitique  in  fact  and  name,  by  the  Name  of  Goyernour 
and  Company  of  the  English  Collony  of  Connecticut  in  New 
England  in  America;  And  that  by  the  same  name  they  and 
their  Successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetuall  Succession,  and 
shall  and  mey  bee  Persons  able  and  Capable  in  the  law  to 
Plead  and  bee  Impleaded,  to  Answere  and  to  be  Answered 
vnto,  to  Defend  and  bee  Defended  in  all  and  singular  Suits, 
Causes,  quarrelles.  Matters,  Accons  and  things  of  what  kind 
or  nature  soever.  And  also  to  have,  take,  possesse,  acquire  and 
purchase  lands.  Tenements  or  hereditaments,  or  any  goods  or 
Chattells,  and  the  same  to  Lease,  Graunt,  Demise,  Alien,  bar- 
gaine,  Sell  and  dispose  of,  as  other  our  leige  People  of  this 
our  Realme  of  England,  or  any  other  Corporacon  or  Body 
Pollitique  within  the  same  may  lawfully  doe.  And  further, 
that  the  said  Governour  and  Company,  and  their  Successors 
shall  and  may  for  ever  hereafter  have  a  Common  Seale  to  serve 
and  vse  for  all  Causes,  matters,  things  and  affaires,  whatso¬ 
ever  of  them  and  their  Successors,  and  the  same  Seale  to  alter, 
change,  breake  and  make  new  from  tyme  to  tyme  att  their 
wills  and  pleasures,  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt.  And  further, 
we  will  and  Ordeine,  and  by  theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires 
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and  Successors  Doe  Declare  and  appoint,  that  for  the  l)etter 
ordering  and  manageing  of  the  affaires  and  business  of  tlie 
said  Company  and  their  Successors,  there  shall  bee  one  Gov- 
ernour,  one  Deputy  Governour  and  Twelve  Assistants,  to  bee 
from  tyme  to  tyme  Constituted,  Elected  and  Chosen  out  of 
the  Freemen  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  in  such 
manner  and  forme  as  hereafter  in  these  presents  is  expressed; 
which  said  Officers  shall  apply  themselves  to  take  care  for  the 
best  disposeing  and  Ordering  of  the  Generali  busines  and 
affaires  of  and  concerning  the  lands  and  hereditaments  herein 
after  menconed  to  bee  graunted,  and  the  Plantacon  thereof 
and  the  Government  of  the  People  thereof.  And  for  the  better 
execucon  of  our  Royall  Pleasure  herein,  wee  doe  for  vs,  our 
heires  and  Successors,  Assigne,  name.  Constitute  and  appoint 
the  aforesaid  John  Winthrop  to  bee  the  first  and  present  Gov¬ 
ernour  of  the  said  Company;  And  the  said  John  Mason  to 
bee  the  Deputy  Governour;  And  the  said  Samuell  Willis, 
Mathew  Allen,  Nathan  Gold,  Henry  Clerke,  Richard  Treat, 
John  Ogden,  Thomas  Tappen,  John  Talcott,  Thomas  Wells, 
Henry  Woolcot,  Richard  Lord  and  Daniel  Clerke  to  bee  the 
Twelve  present  Assistants  of  the  said  Company;  to  contyiiue 
in  the  said  severall  Offices  respectively,  vntil  the  second  Thurs¬ 
day  which  shall  bee  in  the  moneth  of  October  now  next  comeing. 
And  further,  wee  will,  and  by  theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors  Doe  Ordaine  and  Graunt  that  the  Governour 
of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  or,  in  his  absence  by 
occasion  of  sicknes,  or  otherwise  by  his  leave  or  permission, 
the  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being,  shall  and  may  from 
tyme  to  tyme  vpon  all  occasions  give  Order  for  the  assembling 
of  the  said  Company  and  calling  them  together  to  Consult  and 
advise  of  the  businesse  and  Affaires  of  the  said  Company,  And 
that  for  ever  hereafter.  Twice  in  every  yeare.  That  is  to  say 
on  every  Second  Thursday  in  October  and  on  every  Second 
Thursday  in  May,  or  oftener,  in  Case  it  shall  bee  requisite. 
The  Assistants  and  freemen  of  the  said  Company,  or  such  of 
them,  not  exceeding  twoe  Persons  from  each  Place,  Towne  or 
Citty,  whoe  shall  bee  from  tyme  to  tyme  therevnto  Elected  or 
Deputed  by  the  major  part  of  the  freemen  of  the  respective 
Townes,  Cittyes  and  Places  for  which  they  shall  bee  soe  elected 
or  Deputed,  shall  have  a  generall  meeting  or  Assembly,  then 
and  their  to  Consult  and  advise  in  and  about  the  Affaires 
And  businesse  of  the  said  Company;  And  that  the  Governour, 
or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governour  of  the  said  Company 
for  the  tyme  being,  and  such  of  the  Assistants  and  freemen 
of  the  said  Company  as  shall  be  soe  Elected  or  Deputed  and 
bee  present  att  such  meeting  or  Assembly,  or  the  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  them,  whereof  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  and 
Six  of  the  Assistants  at  least,  to  bee  Seaven,  shall  bee  called 
the  Generall  Assembly,  and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  alter  and  change  their  dayes  and  tymes  of  meeting  or  Gen- 
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erall  Assemblies  'for  Electing  the  Governour,  Deputy  Gov- 
ernour  and  Assistants  of  other  Officers  or  any  other  Courts, 
Assemblies  or  meetings,  and  to  Choose,  Nominate  and  appoint 
such  and  soe  many  other  Persons  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  and 
shall  bee  willing  to  accept  the  same,  to  be  free  of  the  said 
Company  and  Body  Politique,  and  them  into  the  same  to 
Admitt  and  to  Elect,  and  Constitute  such  Officers  as  they  shall 
thinke  fitt  and  requisite  for  the  Ordering,  mannageing  and  dis- 
poseing  of  the  Affaires  of  the  said  Governour  and  Company 
and  their  Successors.  And  wee  doe  hereby  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  Establish  and  Ordeine,  that  once  in  the  yeare 
lor  ever  hereafter,  namely,  the  said  Second  Thursday  in  May, 
the  Governour,  Deputy  Governour,  and  Assistants  of  the  said 
Company  and  other  Officers  of  the  said  Company,  or  such  of 
them  as  the  said  Generali  Assembly  shall  thinke  fitt,  shall 
bee  in  the  said  Generali  Court  and  Assembly  to  be  held  from 
that  day  or  tyme  newly  Chosen  for  the  yeare  ensuing,  by  such 
greater  part  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being  then  and 
there  present.  And  if  the  Governour,  Deputy  Governour  and 
Assistants  by  these  presents  appointed,  or  such  as  hereafter 
bee  newly  Chosen  into  their  Roomes,  or  any  of  them,  or  any 
other  the  Officers  to  bee  appointed  for  the  said  Company  shall 
dye  or  bee  removed  from  his  or  their  severall  Offices  or  Places 
before  the  said  Generali  day  of  Eleccon,  whom  wee  doe  hereby 
Declare  for  any  misdemeanour  or  default  to  bee  removeable 
by  the  Governour,  Assistants  and  Company,  or  such  greater 
part  of  them  in  any  of  the  said  publique  Courts  to  bee 
Assembled  as  is  aforesaid.  That  then  and  in  every  such  Case 
itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  Governour,  Deputy 
Governour  and  Assistants  and  Company  aforesaid,  or  such 
greater  parte  of  them  soe  to  bee  Assembled  as  is  aforesaid  in 
any  of  their  Assemblies  to  Proceede  to  a  New  Eleccon  of  one 
or  more  of  their  Company  in  the  Roome  or  place,  Roomes 
or  Places  of  such  Governour,  Deputy  Governour,  Assistant 
or  other  Officer  or  Officers  soe  dyeing  or  removed,  according 
to  their  discretions;  and  immediately  vpon  and  after  such  Elec¬ 
con  or  Eleccons  made  of  such  Governour,  Deputy  Governour, 
Assistant  or  Assistants,  or  any  other  Officer  of  the  said  Com¬ 
pany  in  manner  and  forme,  aforesaid,  The  Authority,  Office 
and  Power  before  given  to  the  former  Governour,  Deputy  Gov¬ 
ernour  or  other  Officer  and  Officers  soe  removed,  in  whose 
stead  and  Place  new  shall  be  chosen,  shall  as  to  him  and  them 
and  every  of  them  respectively  cease  and  determine.  Provided, 
alsoe,  and  our  will  and  pleasure  is,  That  as  well  such  as  are  by 
theis  presents  appointed  to  bee  the  present  Governour,  Deputy 
Governour  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  as  those  that 
shall  succeed  them,  and  all  other  Officers  to  bee  appointed  and 
Chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  vndertake  the  Execucon 
of  their  said  Offices  and  Places  respectively,  to  take  their  sev¬ 
erall  and  respective  Corporall  Oathes  for  the  due  and  faithfull 
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performance  of  their  dutyes  in  their  severall  Offices  and  Places, 
before  such  Person  or  Persons  as  are  by  these  Presents  here¬ 
after  appoynted  to  take  and  receive  the  same;  That  is  to  say, 
the  said  John  Winthrop,  whoe  is  herein  before  nominated  and 
appointed  the  present  Governour  of  the  said  Company,  shall 
take  the  said  Oath  before  one  or  more  of  the  Masters  of  our 
Court  of  Chancery  for  the  tyme  being,  unto  which  Master  of 
Chancery  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and  author¬ 
ity  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  to  the  said  John  Winthrop 
accordingly.  And  the  said  John  Mason,  whoe  is  herein  before 
nominated  and  duely  appointed  the  present  Deputy  Governour 
of  the  said  Company,  shall  take  the  said  Oath  before  the  said 
John  Winthrop,  or  any  twoe  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Com¬ 
pany,  vnto  whome  wee  doe  by  these  presents,  give  full  power 
and  authority  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  to  the  said  John 
Mason  accordingly.  And  the  said  Samuell  Willis,  Henry 
Clerke,  Mathew  Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,  Richard 
Treate,  Richard  Lord,  Henry  Woolcott,  John  Talcott,  Daniell 
Clerke,  John  Ogden  and  Thomas  Welles,  whoe  are  herein 
before  Nominated  and  appointed  the  present  Assistants  of  the 
said  Company,  shall  take  the  Oath  before  the  said  John  Win¬ 
throp  and  John  Mason,  or  one  of  them,  to  whome  wee  doe 
hereby  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the 
same  accordingly.  And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is, 
that  all  and  every  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  to  bee 
Elected  and  Chosen  by  vertue  of  theis  presents  shall 
take  the  said  Oath  before  two  or  more  of  the  Assistants 
of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  whom  wee 
doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to 
give  and  Administer  the  said  Oath  accordingly.  And  the 
said  Assistants  and  every  of  them,  and  all  and  every  other 
Officer  or  Officers  to  bee  hereafter  Chosen  from  tyme  to  tyme, 
to  take  the  said  Oath  before  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Gov¬ 
ernour  for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  which  said  Governour  or 
Deputy  Governour  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power 
and  authority  to  Administer  the  same  accordingly.  And 
further,  of  our  more  ample  grace,  certeine  knowledge  and 
meere  mocon  wee  have  given  and  Graunted,  and  by  theis 
presents,  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Doe  give  and 
Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Company  of  the  English 
Colony  of  Conecticut  in  New  England  in  Amercia,  and  to  every 
Inhabitant  there,  and  to  every  Person  and  Persons  Trading 
thither.  And  to  eve^  such  Person  and  Persons  as  are  or  shall 
bee  free  of  the  said  Collony,  full  power  and  authority  from 
tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  to  take.  Ship,  Trans¬ 
port  and  Carry  away,  for  and  towards  the  Plantacon  and 
defence  of  the  said  Collony  such  of  our  loveing  Subjects  and 
Strangers  as  shall  or  will  willingly  accompany  them  in  and  to 
their  said  Collony  and  Plantacon;  (Except  such  Person  and 
Persons  as  are  or  shall  bee  therein  restrayned  by  vs,  our  heires 
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and  Successors;)  And  alsoe  to  Ship  and  Transport  all  and 
all  manner  of  goods,  Chattells,  Merchandizes  and  other  things 
whatsoever  that  are  or  shall  bee  vsefull  or  necessary  for  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  said  Collony  and  may  lawfully  bee  Trans¬ 
ported  thither;  Nevertheless,  not  to  bee  discharged  of  payment 
to  vs,  our  heirs  and  Successors,  of  the  Dutyes,  Customes  and 
Subsidies  which  are  or  ought  to  bee  paid  or  payable  for  the 
same.  And  further.  Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  wee  doe 
for  vs,  our  heirs  and  Successors,  Ordeyne,  Declare  and  Graunt 
vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Company  and  their  Successors, 
That  all  and  every  the  Subjects  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors 
which  shall  goe  to  Inhabite  within  the  said  Colony,  and  every 
of  their  Children  which  shall  happen  to  bee  borne  there  or  on 
the  Sea  in  goeing  thither  or  returneing  from  thence,  shall  have 
and  enjoye  all  liberties  and  immunities  of  free  and  naturall 
Subjects  within  any  of  the  Dominions  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Suc¬ 
cessors,  to  all  intents,  Construccons  and  purposes  whatsoever, 
as  if  they  and  every  of  them  were  borne  within  the  Realtne 
of  England.  And  wee  doe  authorize  and  impower  the 
Governour,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governour  for  the 
tyme  being,  to  appointe  two  or  more  of  the  said  assistants  att 
any  of  their  Courts  or  Assemblycs  to  bee  held  as  aforesaid,  to 
have  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  Oath  of  Suprem¬ 
acy  and  obedience  to  all  and  every  Person  and  Persons  which 
shall  att  any  tyme  or  tymes  hereafter  goe  or  passe  into  the 
said  Colony  of  Conect-icut,  vnto  which  said  Assistants  soe  to 
bee  appointed  as  aforesaid,  wee  doe,  by  these  presen'.s,  give 
full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  accord¬ 
ingly.  And  wee  doe  further,  of  our  especially  grace,  certeine 
knowledge  and  meere  mocon,  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said 
Governour  and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of  Conecticutt 
in  New  England  in  America,  and  their  Successors,  that  itt 
shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  Governor  or  Deputy 
Governor  and  such  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company 
for  the  tyme  being  as  shall  bee  Assembled  in  any  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Courts  aforesaid,  or  in  any  Courts  to  bee  especially  Sum- 
oned  or  Assembled  for  that  purpose,  or  the  greater  parte  of 
them,  whereof  the  Governor  or  Deputy  Governor  and  Six 
of  the  Assistants,  (to  be  all  wayes  Seaven,)  to  Erect  and  make 
such  Judicatories  for  the  heareing  and  Determining  of  all 
Accons,  Causes,  matters  and  things  happening  within  the 
said  Colony  or  Plantacon  and  which  shall  bee  in  dispute  and 
depending  there,  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  and  convenient;  And 
alsoe  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  Alake,  Ordaine  and  Establish  All 
manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  Lawes.  Statutes,  Or¬ 
dinances,  Direccons  and  Instruccons,  not  contrary  to  the  lawes 
of  .this  Realme  of  England,  as  well  for  selling  the  formes 
and  Ceremonies  of  Government  and  Magestracy  fitt  and 
necessary  for  the  said  Plantacon  and  the  Inhabitants  there  as 
for  nameing  and  Stileing  all  sorts  of  Officers,  both  superior 
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and  inferior,  which  they  shall  find  needful  for  the  Government 
and  Plantacon  of  the  said  Colony,  and  the  distinguishing  and 
setting  forth  of  the  severall  Dutyes,  Powers  and  lymitts  of 
every  such  Office  and  Place,  and  the  formes  of  such  Oaths, 
not  being  contrary  to  the  Lawes  and  Statutes  of  this  our 
Realme  of  England  to  bee  administered  for  the  Execucon  of 
the  said  severall  Offices  and  Places;  As  alsoe  for  the  disposeing 
and  Ordering  of  the  Eleccon  of  such  of  the  said  Officers  as  are 
to  bee  Annually  Chosen,  and  of  such  others  as  shall  succeed 
in  case  of  death  or  removall,  and  Administring  the  said  Oath 
to  the  new  Elected  Officers,  and  Graunting  necessary  Comis¬ 
sions,  and  for  imposicon  of  lawfull  Fines,  Mulcts,  Imprison¬ 
ment  or  other  Punishment  vpon  Offenders  and  Delinquents, 
according  to  the  Course  of  other  Corporacons  within  this  our 
Kingdome  of  England,  and  the  same  Lawes,  fines.  Mulcts  and 
Execucons  to  alter,  change,  revoke,  adnull,  release  or  Pardon, 
vnder  their  Comon  Seale  As  by  the  said  Generali  Assembly 
or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  bee  thought  fitt;  And  for  the 
directing,  ruleing  and  disposeing  of  all  other  matters  and 
things  whereby  our  said  people.  Inhabitants  there,  may  bee  soe 
religiousl3%  peaceably  and  civilly  Governed  as  their  good  life 
and  orderly  Conversacon  may  wynn  and  invite  the  Natives  of 
the  Country  to  the  knowledge  and  obedience  of  the  onely  true 
God  and  Saviour  of  mankind  and  the  Christian  faith,  which  in 
our  Royall  intencons  and  the  Adventurers  free  profession  is 
the  onely  and  principall  end  of  this  Plantacon ;  Willing,  Com- 
manding  and  requireing,  and  by  these  presents,  for  vs,  our 
heires  and  Successors,  Ordaineing  and  appointeing  That  all 
such  Lawes,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  Instruccons,  Imposicons, 
and  Direccons  as  shall  bee  soe  made  by  the  Governor,  Deputy 
Governor,  and  Assistants,  as  aforesaid,  and  published  in  write- 
ing  vnder  their  Comon  Seale,  shall  carefully  and  duely  Iiee 
observed,  kept,  performed  and  putt  in  execucon,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same.  And  these  our  letters 
Patent,  or  the  Duplicate  or  Exemplificacon  thereof,  shall  bee 
to  all  and  every  such  Officers,  Superiors  and  inferiors,  from 
tyme  to  tyme  for  the  Putting  of  the  same  Orders,  Lawes, 
Statutes,  Ordinances,  Instruccons  and  Dircccons  in  due  Execu¬ 
con,  against  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  a  sufficient  warrant 
and  discharge.  And  wee  doe  further,  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governor  and 
Company  and  their  Successors,  by  these  presents,  That  itt 
shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  cheife  Commanders, 
Governors  and  Officers  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme 
being  whoe  shall  bee  resident  in  the  parts  of  New  England 
hereafter  menconed,  and  others  inhabiting  there  by  their 
leave,  admittance,  appointment  or  direccon,  from  tyme  to  tyme 
and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  for  their  speciall  defence  and 
safety,  to  Assemble,  Martiall,  Array,  and  putt  in  Warlike 
posture  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Colony,  and  to  Commis- 
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sionate,  Impower  and  authorize  such  Person  or  Persons  as 
they  shall  thinke  fitt  to  lead  and  Conduct  the  said  Inhabitants, 
and  to  encounter,  expulsc,  repell  and  resist  by  force  of  Armes, 
as  well  by  Sea  as  by  land.  And  alsoe  to  kill.  Slay  and  destroy, 
by  all  fitting  wayes,  enterprizes  and  meanes  whatsoever,  all 
and  every  such  Person  or  Persons  as  shall  att  any  tyme  here¬ 
after  Attempt  or  enterprize  the  destruccon,  invasion,  detriment 
or  annoyance  of  the  said  Inhabitants  or  Plantacon,  And  to 
vse  and  exercise  the  Law  Martiall  in  such  Cases  onely  as 
occasion  shall  require,  And  to  take  or  surprize  by  all  wayes 
and  meanes  whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  Person  and  Per¬ 
sons,  with  their  shipps.  Armour,  Ammunicon,  and  other  goods 
of  such  as  shall  in  such  hostile  manner  invade  or  attempt  the 
defeating  of  the  said  Plantacon  or  the  hurt  of  the  said  Com¬ 
pany  and  Inhabitants;  and  vpon  just  Causes  to  invade  and  de¬ 
stroy  the  Natives  or  other  Enemyes  of  the  said  Colony. 
Nevertheless,  Our  Will  and  pleasure  is,  And  wee  doe  hereby 
Declare  vnto  all  Christian  Kings,  Princes  and  States,  That  if 
any  Persons  which  shall  hereafter  bee  of  the  said  Company 
or  Plantacon,  or  any  other,  by  appointment  of  the  said  Gover¬ 
nor  and  Company  for  the  Tyme  being,  shall  att  any  tyme  or 
tymes  hereafter  Robb  or  Spoile  by  Sea  or  by  land,  and  doe  any 
hurt,  violence  or  unlawful  hostility  to  any  of  the  Subjects  of 
vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  or  any  of  the  Subjects  of  any 
Prince  or  State  beinge  then  in  league  with  vs,  our  heires  or 
Successors,  vpon  Complaint  of  such  injury  done  to  any  such 
Prince  or  State,  or  their  Subiects,  wee,  our  heires  and  Suc¬ 
cessors,  will  make  open  Proclamacon  within  any  parts  of  our 
Realme  of  England  fitt  for  that  purpose.  That  the  Person  or 
Persons  committinge  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile,  shall  within 
the  tyme  lymitted  by  such  Proclamacon,  make  full  restitucon 
or  satisfaccon  of  all  such  injuries  done  or  committed,  Soe  as 
the  said  Prince  or  others  soe  complayneing  may  bee  fully 
satisfied  and  contented.  And  if  the  said  Person  or  Persons 
whoe  shall  committ  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile  shall  not  make 
satisfaccon  accordingly,  within  such  tyme  soe  to  bee  limited, 
That  then  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  for  vs,  our  heires  and 
Successors,  to  put  such  Person  or  Persons  out  of  our 
Allegiance  and  Proteccon.  And  that  it  shall  and  may  bee 
lawfull  and  free  for  all  Princes  or  others  to  Prosecute  with 
hostility  such  Offenders  and  every  of  them,  their  and  every  of 
their  Procurers,  ayders,  Abettors  and  Counsellors  in  that 
behalfe.  Provided,  alsoe,  and  our  expresse  will  and  pleasure  is. 
And  wee  doe  by  these  presents  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Succes¬ 
sors,  Ordeyne  and  appointe  that  these  presents  shall  not  in 
any  manner  hinder  any  of  our  loving  Subjects  whatsoever  to 
vse  and  exercise  the  Trade  of  Fishing  vpon  the  Coast  of 
New  England  in  America,  but  they  and  every  or  any  of  them 
shall  have  full  and  free  power  and  liberty  to  contynue  and 
vse  the  said  Trade  of  Fishing  vpon  the  said  Coast,  in  any  of 
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the  Seas  therevnto  adioyning,  or  any  Armes  of  the  Seas  or 
Salt  Water  Rivers  where  they  have  byn  accustomed  to  Fish, 
and  to  build  and  sett  vpon  the  wast  land  belonging  to  the  said 
Colony  of  Conecticutt,  such  Wharfes,  Stages  and  workehouses 
as  shall  bee  necessary  for  the  Salting,  Dryeing  and  keepeing  of 
their  Fish  to  bee  taken  or  gotten  vpon  that  Coast, —  any  thinge 
in  these  presents  conteyned  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
And  know  yee  further.  That  Wee,  of  our  more  abundant 
grace,  certaine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon  have  given, 
Graunted  and  Confirmed,  And  by  theis  presents,  for  vs,  our 
heires  and  Successors,  Doe  give,  Graunt  and  Confirme  vnto  the 
said  Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors,  All  that 
parte  of  our  Dominions  in  Newe  England  in  Amercia  bounded 
on  the  East  by  Norrogancett  River,  commonly  called  Norro- 
gancett  Bay,  where  the  said  River  falleth  into  the  Sea,  and  on 
the  North  by  the  lyne  of  the  Massachusetts  Plantacon,  and  on 
the  South  by  the  Sea,  and  in  longitude  as  the  lyne  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Colony,  runninge  from  East  to  West;  that  is  to  say, 
from  the  Said  Norrogancett  Bay  on  the  East  to  the  South  Sea 
on  the  West  parte,  with  the  Island  therevnto  adioyneinge. 
Together  with  all  firme  lands,  Soyles,  Grounds,  Havens,  Ports, 
Rivers,  Waters,  Fishings,  Mynes,  Myneralls,  Precious  Stones, 
Quarries,  and  all  and  singular  other  Comodities,  lurisdiccons. 
Royalties,  Privileges,  Francheses,  Preheminences,  and  heredita¬ 
ments  whatsoever  within  the  said  Tract,  Bounds,  lands  and 
Islands  aforesaid,  or  to  them  or  any  of  them  belonging.  To 
HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  thc  Same  vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Com¬ 
pany,  their  Successors  and  Assignes,  for  ever  vpon  Trust  and 
for  the  vse  and  benefitt  of  themselves  and  their  Associates, 
freemen  of  the  said  Colony,  their  heires  and  Assignes,  To  bee 
HOLDEN  of  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  as  of  our  Manor 
of  East  Greenwich,  in  Free  and  Comon  Soccage,  and  not  in 
Capite  nor  by  Knights  Service,  Yielding  and  Payinge  there¬ 
fore  to  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  onely  the  Fifth  parte  of 
all  the  Oare  of  Gold  and  Silver  which  from  tyme  to  tymc 
and  at  all  tymes  hereafter  shall  bee  there  gotten,  had  or  ob- 
teyned,  in  liew  of  all  Services,  Dutyes  and  Demaunds  what¬ 
soever,  to  bee  to  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  therefore  or 
thereout  rendered,  made  or  paid.  And  lastly.  Wee  doe  for 
vs,  our  heires,  and  Successors,  Graunt  to  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  and  their  Successors,  by  these  presents,  that 
these  our  Letters  Patent  shall  bee  firme,  good  and  effectuall 
in  the  lawe  to  all  intents,  Construccons  and  purposes  whatso¬ 
ever,  accordinge  to  our  true  intent  and  meaneing  herein  before 
Declared,  as  shall  be  Construed,  reputed  and  adiudged  most 
favourable  on  the  )behalfe  and  for  the  best  benefitt  and 
behoofe  of  the  said  Governor  and  Company  and  their  Suc¬ 
cessors,  Although  expresse  mention  of  the  true  yearely  value 
of  certeinty  of  the  premises,  or  of  any  of  them,  or  of  any  other 
Guifts  or  Graunts  by  vs  or  by  any  of  our  Progenitors  or  Prc- 
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decessors  heretofore  made  to  the  said  Governor  and  Company 
of  the  English  Colony  of  Conecticutt  in  New  England  in 
America  aforesaid  in  theis  presents  is  not  made,  or  a"y  Statute, 
Act,  Ordinance,  Provision,  Proclamacon  or  Restriccon  here¬ 
tofore  had,  made.  Enacted,  Ordeyned  or  Provided,  or  any 
other  matter.  Cause  or  thinge  whatsoever  to  the  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding.  In  witness  whereof,  we 
have  caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent:  witness  our 
Selfe,  att  Westminster,  the  three  and  Twentieth  day  of  Aprill, 
in  the  Fowerteenth  yeare  of  our  Reigne.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF 
CONNECTICUT. 

As  amended  and  in  force  January  1,  1925. 
preamble. 

The  people  of  Connecticut  acknowledging  with  gratitude, 
the  good  providence  of  God,  in  having  permitted  them  to  enjoy 
a  free  government,  do,  in  order  more  effectually  to  define, 
secure,  and  perpetuate  the  liberties,  rights  and  privileges  which 
they  have  derived  from  their  ancestors,  hereby,  after  a  careful 
consideration  and  revision,  ordain  and  establish  the  following 
constitution  and  form  of  civil  government. 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 
declaration  of  rights. 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  established, 

WE  DECLARE, 

Sec.  1.  That  all  men  when  they  form  a  social  compact, 
are  equal  in  rights ;  and  that  no  man,  or  set  of  men  are  entitled 
to  exclusive  public  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people, 
and  all  free  governments  are  founded  on  their  authority,  and 
instituted  for  their  benefit;  and  that  they  have  at  all  times  an 
undeniable  and  indefeasible  right  to  alter  their  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession 
and  worship,  without  discrimination,  shall  forever  be  free  to 
all  persons  in  this  State;  provided  that  the  right  hereby  declared 
and  established,  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  of 
licentiousness,  or  to  justify  practices  inconsistent  with  the  peace 
and  safety  of  the  State. 
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Sec.  4.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  law  to  any  Christian 
sect  or  mode  of  worship. 

Sec.  5.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish 
his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse 
of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  6.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail  or  restrain 
the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels,  the 
truth  may  be  given  in  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  have  the 
right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers  and  possessions  from  unreasonable  searches  or  seizures; 
and  no  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person 
or  things,  shall  issue  without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may 
be,  nor  without  probable  cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have 
a  right  to  be  heard  by  himself  and  by  counsel;  to  demand  the 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  by  the 
witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  to  obtain 
witnesses  in  his  favour;  and  in  all  prosecutions  by  indictment 
or  information,  a  speedy,  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury. 
He  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself, 
nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  but  by  due  course 
of  law.  And  no  person  shall  be  holden  to  answer  for  any 
crime  the  punishment  of  which  may  be  death  or  imprison¬ 
ment  for  life,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  an  indictment  of  a 
grand  jury;  except  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the 
militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war,  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  be  arrested,  detained  or  punished, 
except  in  cases  clearly  warranted  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for  public 
use,  without  just  compensation  therefor. 

Sec.  12.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for 
an  injury  done  him  in  his  person,  property  or  reputation,  shall 
have  remedy  by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice 
administered  without  sale,  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  13.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed. 

Sec.  14.  All  prisoners  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by 
sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offenses,  where  the  proof 
is  evident,  or  the  presumption  great ;  and  the  privileges  of 
the  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  he  suspended,  unless 
when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may 
require  it;  nor  in  any  case,  but  by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony, 
by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  16.  The  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to 
assemble  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested 
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with  the  powers  of  government,  for  redress  of  grievances,  or 
other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address  or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  17.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defence 
of  himself  and  the  State. 

Sec.  18.  The  military  shall,  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  be 
in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  19.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of 
war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges  or  honors, 
shall  ever  be  granted,  or  conferred  in  this  State. 

Sec.  21.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

ARTICLE  SECOND. 

OF  THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  POWERS. 

The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
departments,  and  each  of  them  confided  to  a  separate  magis¬ 
tracy,  to  wit,  those  which  are  legislative,  to  one;  those  which 
are  executive,  to  another;  and  those  which  are  judicial,  to 
another. 

ARTICLE  THIRD. 

OF  THE  L^ISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  Legislative  power  of  this  state  shall  be 
vested  in  two  distinct  houses  or  branches;  the  one  to  be  styled 
The  Senate,  the  other  The  House  of  Representatives,  and 
both  together  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY.  The  style  of 
their  laws  shall  be.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
OF  Representatives  in  General  Assembly  convened. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  one  stated  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  be  holden  in  each  year,  alternately  at  Hartford 
and  New  Haven,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  judge  necessary; 
the  first  session  to  be  holden  at  Hartford:  But  the  person 
administering  the  office  of  Governour,  may  on  special  emer¬ 
gencies,  convene  the  General  Assembly  at  either  of  said  places, 
at  any  other  time.  And  in  case  of  danger  from  the  prevalence 
of  contagious  diseases  in  either  of  said  places,  or  other  circum¬ 
stances,  the  person  administering  the  office  of  Governour, 
may,  by  proclamation,  convene  said  Assembly  at  any  other 
place  in  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  electors 
residing  in  towns  from  which  they  are  elected.  The  number  of 
representatives  from  each  town  shall  be  the  same  as  at  present 
practised  and  allowed.  In  case  a  new  town  shall  hereafter  be 
incorporated,  such  new  town  shall  be  entitled  to  one  represen-

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tativc  only;  and  if  such  town  shall  be  made  from  one  or 
more  towns,  the  town  or  towns  from  which  the  same  shall 
be  made,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  number  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  as  at  present  allowed,  unless  the  number  shall  be 
reduced  by  the  consent  of  such  town  or  towns. 

Sec.  4.  The  senate  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  to  be 
chosen  annually  by  the  electors. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  meetings,  of  the  electors,  held  in  the  several 
towns  in  this  state  in  April  annually,  after  the  election  of  rep¬ 
resentatives,  the  electors  present  shall  be  called  upon  to  bring 
in  their  written  ballots  for  senators.  The  presiding  officer 
shall  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors,  and  count  and  declare 
them  in  open  meeting.  The  presiding  officers  shall  also  make 
duplicate  lists  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of 
votes  for  each,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the  presiding  officer; 
one  of  which  lists  shall  be  delivered  to  the  town  clerk,  and  the 
other  within  ten  days  after  said  meeting,  shall  be  delivered 
under  seal,  either  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county  in  which  said  town  is  situated ;  which  list  shall  be 
directed  to  the  Secretary,  with  a  superscription  expressing  the 
purport  of  the  contents  thereof ;  And  each  sheriff  who  shall 
receive  such  votes,  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  said  meeting, 
deliver,  or  cause  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Controller,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  canvass  the  votes  publickly.  The  twelve  per¬ 
sons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  senators,  shall  be 
declared  to  be  elected.  But  in  cases  where  no  choice  is  made  by 
the  electors  in  consequence  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  house  of 
representatives  shall  designate  by  ballot  which  of  the  can¬ 
didates  having  such  equal  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  to 
be  elected.  The  return  of  votes,  and  the  result  of  the  canvass, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  house  of  representatives,  and  also  to 
the  Senate,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly;  and  each  house  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 

Sec.  7.  The  house  of  representatives  when  assembled,  shall 
choose  a  Speaker,  Clerk  and  other  officers.  The  senate  shall 
choose  its  Clerk,  and  other  officers,  except  the  President.  A 
majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 

business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  Each  house  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own 
proceedings,  and  punish  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and, 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a

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second  time  for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers 
necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free  and  inde¬ 
pendent  state. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings, 
and  publish  the  same  when  required  by  one-fifth  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  except  such  parts  as  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  re¬ 
quire  secrecy.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
house,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be 
entered  on  the  journals. 

Sec  10.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases 
of  civil  process,  be  privileged  from  arrest,  during  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  four  days  before  the 
commencement,  and  after  the  termination  of  any  session 
thereof.  And  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  11.  The  debates  of  each  house  shall  be  public,  except  on 
such  occasions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  house  may  require 
secrecy. 


ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  state  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Governour,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of 
the  state,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first 
Wednesday  of  May  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  until 
his  successor  be  duly  qualified.  No  person,  who  is  not  an 
elector  of  this  state,  and  who  has  not  arrived  at  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  shall  be  eligible. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  meetings  of  the  electors  in  the  respective 
towns  in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  immediately  after 
the  election  of  senators,  the  presiding  officers  shall  call  upon 
the  electors  to  bring  in  their  ballots  for  him  whom  they  would 
elect  to  be  governour,  with  his  name  fairly  written.  When 
such  ballots  shall  have  been  received  ai^  counted  in  the 
presence  of  the  electors,  duplicate  lists  of  the  persons  voted 
for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each,  shall  be  made 
and  certified  by  the  presiding  officer,  one  of  which  lists  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  within  three  days, 
and  the  other,  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
in  which  such  election  shall  have  been  held.  The  sheriff  re¬ 
ceiving  said  votes  shall  deliver,  or  cause  them  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary,  within  fifteen  days  next  after  said  election.

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retary  and  Controller,  within  the,  month  of  April.  A  fair  list 
of  the  persons  and  number  of  votes  given  for  each,  together 
with  the  returns  of  the  presiding  officers,  shall  be,  by  the 
Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Controller,  made  and  laid  before  the 
General  Assembly,  then  next  to  be  holden,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  session  thereof;  and  said  Assembly  shall,  after  examination 
of  the  same,  declare  the  person  whom  they  shall  find  to  be 
legally  chosen,  and  give  him  notice  accordingly.  If  no  per¬ 
son  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  said  votes, 
or  if  two  or  more  shall  have  an  equal  and  the  greatest  number 
of  said  votes,  then  said  Assembly,  on  the  second  day  of  their 
session,  by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses,  shall  proceed,  without 
debate,  to  choose  a  Governour  from  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
two  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  or  of  the 
names  of  the  persons  having  an  equal  and  highest  number  of 
votes  so  returned  as  aforesaid.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
by  law  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  all  questions  concerning 
the  election  of  a  Governour,  or  Lieutenant  Governour,  shall  be 
determined. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  meetings  of  the  electors,  immediately 
after  the  election  of  Governour,  there  shall  also  be  chosen 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  election 
of  Governour,  a  Lieutenant  Governour,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  same  time,  and  possess  the  same  qualifications. 

Sec.  4.  The  compensations  of  the  Governour,  Lieutenant 
Governour,  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  established 
by  law,  and  shall  not  be  varied  so  as  to  take  effect  until  after 
an  election,  which  shall  next  succeed  the  passage  of  the  law 
establishing  said  compensations. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governour  shall  be  Captain  General  of  the 
militia  of  the  state,  except  when  called  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  6.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the 
officers  in  the  executive  department,  on  any  subject  relating  to 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  7.  The  Governour,  in  case  of  a  disagreement  between 
the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  respecting  the  time 
of  adjournment,  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  session. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General 
Assembly,  information  of  the  state  of  the  government,  and 
recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  expedient. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed. 

Sec.  10  The  Governour  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves

If  after 
such  reconsideration,  that  house  shall  again  pass  it,  it  shall 
be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,,  which  shall 
also  reconsider  it.

But  in 
such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against  the  bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each 
house  respectively.  If  the  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 
Governour  within  three  days,  Sundays  excepted,  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it ;  unless  the  General  Assembly, 
by  their  adjournment,  prevents  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall 
not  be  a  law.

When  the  government  shall  be  administered  by 
the  Lieutenant  Governour,  or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as 
President  of  the  Senate,  the  Senate  shall  elect  one  of  their 
members,  as  President  pro  tempore.  And  if  during  the  va¬ 
cancy  of  the  office  of  Governour,  the  Lieutenant  Governour 
shall  die,  resign,  refuse  to  serve,  or  be  removed  from  office,  or 
if  he  shall  be  impeached,  or  absent  from  the  State,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore,  shall,  in  like  manner,  admin¬ 
ister  the  government  until  he  be  superseded  by  a  Governour 
or  Lieutenant  Governour.

Sec.  17.  A  Treasurer  shall  annually  be  chosen  by  the

He  shall  adjust 
and  settle  all  public  accounts  and  demands,  except  grants  and 
orders  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  prescribe  the  mode 
of  keeping  and  rendering  all  public  accounts.  He  shall  ex 
officio,  be  one  of  the  auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 
The  General  Assembly  may  assign  to  him  other  duties  in  rela- 
lation  to  his  office,  and  to  that  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  pre¬ 
scribe  the  manner  in  which  his  duties  shall  be  performed. 

Sec.  20.  A  sheriff  shall  be  appointed  in  each  county  by  the 
General  Assembly,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years, 
removeable  by  said  Assembly,  and  shall  become  bound  with 
sufficient  sureties,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law :  in  case  the  sheriff  of  any  county 
shall  die  or  resign,  the  Governour  may  fill  the  vacancy  occa-

ARTICLE  FIFTH. 

OF  THE  JUDICI.\L  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in 
a  Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  a  Superiour  Court,  and  such 
inferior  courts  as  the  General  Assembly  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  ordain  and  establish:  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of 
which  courts  shall  be  defined  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  county,  a  sufficient 
number  of  justices  of  the  peace,  with  such  jurisdiction  in  civil 
and  criminal  cases,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  of 
the  superiour  and  inferiour  courts,  and  all  justices  of  the  peace, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  of  the  Superiour  court,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behaviour;  but  may  be  removed  by  impeachment: 
and  the  Governour  shall  also  remove  them  on  the  address  of 
two  thirds  of  the  members  of  each  house  of  the  General 
Assembly:  All  other  judges  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall 
be  appointed  annually.  No  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall 
be  capable  of  holding  his  office,  after  he  shall  arrive  at  the 
age  of  seventy  years. 

ARTICLE  SIXTH. 

OF  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  ELECTORS. 

Sec.  1.  All  persons  who  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  be  admitted  free¬ 
men,  according  to  the  existing  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be

Sec.  2.  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who 
shall  have  gained  a  settlement  in  this  State,  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  resided  in  the  town  in  which  he  may

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shall  offer  himself  for  admission,  or  being  liable  thereto,  shall 
have  been,  by  authority  of  law,  excused  therefrom;  or  shall 
have  paid  a  state  tax  within  the  year  next  preceding  the  time 
he  shall  present  himself  for  such  admission ;  and  shall  sustain 
a  good  moral  character;  shall,  on  his  taking  such  oath  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  be  an  elector. 

Sec.  3.  The  privileges  of  an  elector  shall  be  forfeited  by 
a  conviction  of  bribery,  forgery,  perjury,  duelling,  fraudulent 
bankruptcy,  theft,  or  other  offence  for  which  an  infamous 
punishment  is  inflicted. 

Sec.  4.  Every  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  this 
state,  except  in  cases  provided  for  in  this  constitution. 

Sec.  5.  The  selectmen  and  town  clerk  of  the  several  towns, 
shall  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  electors,  at  such  times, 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  support  the  privilege  of  free 
suffrage,  prescribing  the  manner  of  regulating  and  conducting 
meetings  of  the  electors,  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate 
penalties,  all  undue  influence  therein,  from  power,  bribery, 
tumult,  and  other  improper  conduct. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by 
ballot. 

Sec.  8.  At  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state  or  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  electors  shall  be  privileged  from 
arrest,  during  their  attendance  upon,  and  going  to,  and  return¬ 
ing  from  the  same,  on  any  civil  process. 

Sec.  9.  The  meetings  of  the  electors  for  the  election  of  the 
several  state  officers,  by  law,  annually  to  be  elected,  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  state,  shall  be  holden 
on  the  first  nionday  of  April  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE  SEVENTH. 

OF  RELIGION. 

Sec.  1.  It  being  the  duty  of  all  men  to  worship  the  Supreme 
Being,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and 
their  right  to  render  that  worship,  in  the  mode  most  consistent 
with  the  dictates  of  their  consciences ;  no  person  shall  by  law 
be  compelled  to  join  or  support,  nor  be  classed  with,  or  asso¬ 
ciated  to,  any  congregation,  church  or  religious  association. 
But  every  person  now  belonging  to  such  congregation,  church, 
or  religious  association,  shall  remain  a  member  thereof,  until 
he  shall  have  separated  himself  therefrom,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided.  And  each  and  every  society  or  denomi¬ 
nation  of  Christians  in  this  state,  shall  have  and  enjoy  the

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same  and  equal  powers,  rights  and  privileges;  and  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  support  and  maintain  the  ministers  or 
teachers  of  their  respective  denominations,  and  to  build  and 
repair  houses  for  public  worship,  by  a  tax  on  the  members 
of  any  such  society  only,  to  be  laid  by  a  major  vote  of  the  legal 
voters  assembled  at  any  society  meeting,  warned  and  held 
according  to  law,  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall  choose  to  separate  himself  from 
the  society  or  denomination  of  Christians  to  which  he  may 
belong,  and  shall  leave  a  written  notice  thereof  with  the  clerk 
of  such  society,  he  shall  thereupon  be  no  longer  liable  for  any 
future  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  said  society. 

ARTICLE  EIGHTH. 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Section  1.  The  charter  of  Yale  College,  as  modified  by 
agreement  with  the  corporation  thereof,  in  pursuance  of  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  in  May,  1792,  is  hereby 
confirmed. 

Sec.  2.  The  fund,  called  the  School  Fund,  shall  remain  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  public,  or 
common  schools  throughout  the  state,  and  for  the  equal  benefit 
of  all  the  people  thereof.  The  value  and  amount  of  said  fund 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  ascertained  in  such  manner 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe,  published,  and  recorded 
in  the  Controller’s  office ;  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made, 
authorizing  said  fund  to  be  diverted  to  any  other  use  than  the 
encouragement  and  support  of  public,  or  common  schools, 
among  the  several  school  societies,  as  justice  and  equity  shall 
require. 


ARTICLE  NINTH. 

OF  impeachments. 

Section  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole 
power  of  impeaching. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  When  the  Governour  is 
impeached,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governour,  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial 
officers,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment;  but  judgments  in  such 
cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office, 
and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honour,  trust,  or 
profit  under  this  state;  the  party  convicted,  shall,  nevertheless, 
be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment 
according  to  law. 
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Sec.  4.  Treason  against  the  state  shall  consist  only  in 
levying  war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them 
aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason, 
unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt 
act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court.  No  conviction  of  treason, 
jr  attainder,  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture. 


ARTICLE  TENTH. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  1.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all 
officers,  executive  and  judicial,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation,  to  wit : 

You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that 
you  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
constitution  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  so  long  as  you  continue 
a  citizen  thereof ;  and  that  you  will  faithfully  discharge,  accord¬ 
ing  to  law,  the  duties  of  the  office  of  to  the  best 

of  your  abilities.  So  help  you  God. 

Sec.  2.  Each  town  shall  annually  elect  selectmen,  and  such 
officers  of  local  police,  as  the  laws  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  The  rights  and  duties  of  all  corporations  shall 
remain  as  if  this  constitution  had  not  been  adopted;  with  the 
exception  of  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  are  contained 
in  this  constitution.  All  judicial  and  civil  officers  now  in 
office,  who  have  been  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly,  and 
commissioned  according  to  law,  and  all  such  officers  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  said  Assembly,  and  commissioned  as  afore¬ 
said,  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  next,  shall  continue 
to  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  day  of  June  next,  unless 
they  shall  before  that  time,  resign,  or  be  removed  from  office 
according  to  law.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  continue 
in  office  until  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  appointed 
under  this  constitution.  All  military  officers  shall  continue  to 
hold  and  exercise  their  respective  offices,  until  they  shall  resign 
or  be  removed  according  to  law.  All  laws  not  contrary  to, 
or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  shall 
remain  in  force,  until  they  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation, 
or  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in 
pursuance  of  this  constitution.  The  validity  of  all  bonds,  debts, 
contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  or  the 
state,  of  all  suits,  actions,  or  rights  of  action,  both  in  law  and 
equity,  shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place.  The 
Governour,  Lieutenant  Governour,  and  General  Assembly, 
which  is  to  be  formed  in  October  next,  shall  have,  and  possess, 
all  the  powers  and  authorities,  not  repugnant  to,  or  inconsistent

Sec.  4.  No  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  or  of  the  supreme 
Court  of  Errors;  no  member  of  Congress;  no  person  holding 
any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States ;  no  person 
holding  the  office  of  Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Controller;  no 
Sheriff  or  sheriff’s  deputy,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly. 


•ARTICLE  ELEVENTH. 

OF  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall 
deem  it  necessary  to  alter,  or  amend  this  constitution,  they 
may  propose  such  alterations  and  amendments;  which  proposed 
amendments  shall  be  continued  to  the  next  General  Assembly, 
and  be  published  with  the  laws  which  may  have  been  passed 
at  the  same  session;  and  if  two  thirds  of  each  house,  at  the 
next  session  of  said  Assembly,  shall  approve  the  amendments 
proposed,  by  yeas  and  nays,  said  amendments  shall,  by  the 
Secretary,  be  transmitted  to  the  town  clerk  in  each  town  in 
this  State;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  the  same  to  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  for  their  consideration,  at  a  town  meeting, 
legally  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  that  a  majority  of  the 
electors  present  at  such  meetings,  shall  have  approved  such 
amendments,  the  same  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  a  part  of  this  constitution.

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ARTICLE  I. 

From  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  [of  May],  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  the  Senate 
of  this  state  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eighteen,  nor  more 
than  twenty-four  members,  and  be  chosen  by  districts. 

ARTICLE  11. 

The  General  Assembly,  which  shall  be  holden  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-nine,  shall  divide  the  state  into  districts  for  the 
choice  of  Senators,  and  shall  determine  what  number  shall  be 
elected  in  •  each,  which  districts  shall  not  be  less  than  eight, 
nor  more  than  twenty-four  in  number,  and  shall  always  be 
composed  of  contiguous  territory,  and  in  forming  them,  no 
town  shall  be  divided,  nor  shall  the  whole  or  part  of  one 
county  be  joined  to  the  whole  or  part  of  another  county,  to 
form  a  district;  regard  being  had  to  the  population  in  said 
apportionment  and  in  forming  said  districts,  in  such  manner 
that  no  county  shall  have  less  than  two  Senators.  The  dis¬ 
tricts,  when  established,  shall  continue  the  same  until  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  next  after  the  completion 
of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States ;  which  said  Assembly 
shall  have  power  to  alter  the  same,  if  found  necessary,  to  pre¬ 
serve  a  proper  equality  between  said  districts,  in  respect  to  the 
number  of  inhabitants  therein,  according  to  the  principles  above 
recited;  after  which,  said  districts  shall  not  be  altered,  nor 
the  number  of  Senators  altered,  except  at  any  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  next  after  the  completion  of  a  census  of 
the  United  States,  and  then  only  according  to  the  principles 
above  prescribed. 


ARTICLE  III. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  electors  on  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  annually 
thereafter,  immediately  after  the  choice  of  Representatives, 
the  electors  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  such  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  shall  be  called  upon,  by  the  presiding  officer  in  such

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meeting,  in  the  several  towns  within  their  districts,  respec¬ 
tively,  to  bring  in  their  ballots  for  such  person  or  number  of 
persons  to  be  Senator  or  Senators  for  such  districts  in  the 
next  General  Assembly,  as  shall,  by  law  be  allowed  to  such 
districts  respectively,  which  person  or  persons,  at  the  time 
of  holding  such  meetings,  shall  belong  to,  and  reside  in  the 
respective  districts  in  which  they  shall  be  so  balloted  for  as 
aforesaid:  And  each  elector  present  at  such  meeting,  qualified 
as  aforesaid,  may  thereupon  bring  in  his  ballot  or  suffrage  for 
such  person  or  persons  as  he  shall  choose  to  be  Senators  for 
such  district,  not  exceeding  the  number  by  law  allowed  to 
the  same,  with  the  name  or  names  of  such  person  or  persons, 
fairly  written  on  one  piece  of  paper.  And  the  votes  so  given 
ia,  shall  be  received,  counted,  canvassed  and  declared,  in  the 
same  manner  now  provided  by  the  constitution,  for  the  choice 
of  Senators.  The  person  or  persons,  not  exceeding  the  num¬ 
ber  by  law  allowed  to  the  districts  in  which  such  votes  shall 
be  given  in,  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  de¬ 
clared  to  be  duly  elected  for  such  districts :  But  in  the  event 
of  an  equality  of  votes  between  two  or  more  of  the  persons 
so  voted  for,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  designate  which  of  such 
person  or  persons  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shall  annually  be  chosen  and  appointed  a  Lieutenant 
Governor,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  in  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State  for  the  choice  and  appointment 
of  a  Governor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts  shall  be  annually  chosen 
by  the  Electors  in  their  meeting  in  April,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  are  chosen,  and  the 
votes  for  Comptroller  shall  be  returned  to,  and  counted,  can¬ 
vassed  and  declared  by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Electors  in  the  respective  towns,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  in  each  year  may  vote  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Gov-

A  Sheriff  shall  be  appointed  in  each  County,  by  the  electors 
therein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  removable  by  the  General 
Assembly,  and  shall  become  bound  with  sufficient  sureties  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.

Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have

The  Judges  of  Probate  shall  be  appointed  by  the  electors 
residing  in  the  several  probate  districts,  and  qualified  to  vote 
for  representatives  therein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law. 


ARTICLE  X. 

The  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the  several  towns  in  this  State, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  electors  in  such  towns ;  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  their  election,  the  number  for  each  town,  and 
the  period  for  which  they  shall  hold  their  offices,  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law.

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ARTICLE  XL 

Every  person  shall  be  able  to  read  any  article  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  or  any  section  of  the  statutes  of  this  state  before 
being  admitted  as  an  elector. 


ARTICLE  XIL 

The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  errors  and  of  the 
superior  court  appointed  in  the  year  1855,  and  thereafter, 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  but  may 
be  removed  by  impeachment;  and  the  governor  shall  also  re¬ 
move  them  on  the  address  of  two  thirds  of  each  house  of  the 
general  assembly.  No  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  errors 
or  of  the  superior  court  shall  be  capable  of  holding  office  after 
he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

Every  elector  of  this  state  who  shall  be  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  either  as  a  drafted  person  or 
volunteer,  during  the  present  rebellion,  shall,  when  absent 
from  this  state  because  of  such  service,  have  the  same  right 
to  vote  in  any  election  of  state  officers,  representatives  in  con¬ 
gress,  and  electors  of  president  and  vice  president  of  the 
United  States,  as  he  would  have  if  present,  at  the  time 
appointed  for  such  election,  in  the  town  in  which  he  resided 
at  the  time  of  his  enlistment  into  such  service.  This  pro¬ 
vision  shall  in  no  case  extend  to  persons  in  the  regular  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  cease  and  become  inoperative  and 
void  upon  the  termination  of  the  present  war.  [The  General 
Assembly  shall  prescribe  by  law  in  what  manner  and  at  what 
time,  the  votes  of  electors  absent  from  this  State  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  received,  counted,  re¬ 
turned  and  canvassed.] 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

All  annual  and  special  sessions  of  the  general  assembly 
shall  on  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  A.  D.  1875,  be 
held  at  Hartford,  but  the  person  administering  the  office  of 
governor  may  in  case  of  special  emergency  convene  said 
assembly  at  any  other  place  in  this  state.

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ARTICLE  XV. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  electors  resid¬ 
ing  in  towns  from  which  they  are  elected.  Every  town  which 
now  contains,  or  hereafter  shall  contain  a  population  of  five 
thousand,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  two  representatives,  and 
every  other  one  shall  be  entitled  to  its  present  representation 
in  the  general  assembly.  The  population  of  each  town  shall  be 
determined  by  the  enumeration  made  under  the  authority  of 
the  census  of  the  United  States,  next  before  the  election  of 
representatives  is  held. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

Section  1.  A  general  election  for  governor,  lieutenant  gov¬ 
ernor,  Secretary  of  state,  treasurer,  comptroller,  and  members 
of  the  general  assembly,  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November  1876  and  annually  thereafter 
for  such  officers  as  are  herein  and  may  be  hereafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  The  state  officers  above  named  and  the  senators 
from  those  districts  having  even  numbers  elected  on  the  Tues¬ 
day  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  1876  and  those 
elected  biennially  thereafter  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  November  shall  respectively  hold  their  offices 
for  two  years  from  and  after  the  Wednesday  following 
the  first  Monday  of  the  next  succeeding  January.

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The  committee  is  appointed  by  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court 
and  holds  two  sessions  annually  for  the  examination  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  admission  to  the  Bar  and  for  the  literary  examination, 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  regulating  the  admission,  suspen¬ 
sion  and  displacement  of  attorneys. 

Section  3  of  the  rules,  as  amended,  is  as  follows: 

“The  committee  shall  hold  two  sessions  annually  for  the  exam¬ 
ination  of  applicants,  one  at  the  Supreme  Court  room  in 
Hartford,  beginning  at  10  a.  m.  on  the  Friday  after  Christmas, 
or  if  said  day  or  the  following  day  be  New  Year’s  on  the  second 
day  before  New  Year’s,  and  one  at  the  courthouse,  or  such  other 
place  as  the  committee  may  designate,  in  New  Haven,  beginning 
at  the  same  hour,  on  the  Thursday  following  the  Yale  Commence¬ 
ment  Day.  Said  meetings  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time. 
The  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum.” 

(Notice  of  Intention  to  take  the  examination  must  be  filed  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  County  in  which  the  can¬ 
didate  resides,  by  November  1st  for  the  December  examination 
and  by  April  1st  for  the  June  examination.  Blanks  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  upon  request  from  Clerk  of  Superior  Court.) 

Paragraph  third  of  Section  4  of  the  rules,  as  amended,  requires 
that  in  order  to  entitle  an  applicant  to  an  examination  he  must 
satisfy  the  committee  “that  before  beginning  the  study  of  law  he 
was  graduated  from  a  college,  high  school,  or  school  preparatory 
for  admission  to  college  whose  standing  in  each  case  shall  be 
approved  by  the  committee,  or  was  admitted  to  some  college  or 
law  school,  the  requirements  for  the  admission  to  which  shall 
be  approved  by  the  committee,  or  passed  an  examination  upon 
his  literary  qualifications  before  them.  Any  person  desiring  to 
have  his  literary  qualifications  determined  without  passing  the 
literary  examinations,  may  present  his  application  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  at  any  regular  session,  whether  before  or  after  beginning 
the  study  of  law,  setting  forth  in  detail  his  qualifications  under 
this  rule,  and  if  they  are  approved  by  the  Committee,  a  certificate 
thereof  shall  be  issued  to  the  applicant.” 

The  rules  of  Court  and  a  list  of  the  text-books  recommended 
by  the  Committee  in  preparation  for  the  law  and  literary  examina¬ 
tions  will  be  found  in  teh  published  pamphlet  which  may  be  had 
upon  application  to  any  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  or  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Committee. 

The  literary  examination  will  cover  the  following  subjects: 

Geography  (including  Physical  Geography),  English  Grammar 
and  Composition.  English  Literature,  Civil  Government  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  text  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  American  History,  English  History,  Modern  History, 
Mediaeval  History,  Ancient  History,  Greek  History  and  Roman 
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History,  Arithmetic,  Elementary  “Algebra  through  Quadratics, 
Plane  Geometry,  and  Elementary  Physics  (this  examination  will 
be  designed  to  test  the  candidate’s  familiarity  with  the  general 
phenomena  of  mechanics,  sound,  light,  heat,  magnetism,  and  elec¬ 
tricity,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  simpler  laws  governing  these 
phenomena). 

A  high  degree  of  proficiency  in  spelling,  penmanship  and  the 
proper  use  of  the  English  language  will  be  required.  There  will 
be  a  test  of  the  candidate’s  ability  to  write  upon  some  given  topic 
or  topics. 

Persons  intending  to  study  law  are  advised  to  carefully  examine 
the  rules  for  the  admission  of  attorneys,  and  instructions  con¬ 
tained  in  the  pamphlet  above  referred  to.

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CONNECTICUT  TOWNS  IN  THE  ORDER 
OF  THEIR  ESTABLISHMENT;  WITH 
THE  ORIGIN  OF  THEIR  NAMES. 


Until  1700,  almost  the  only  official  action  of  the  colonial  government 
(General  Court)  in  regard  to  town  organization,  was  to  authorize  the  town 
name,  usually  chosen  by  its  leading  man,  from  his  home  in  England.  In 
October,  1700,  we  find  implied  or  quasi  incorporation,  such  as  exists  to  this 
day,  in  the  records.  “This  assembly  doth  grant  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Lebanon  all  such  immunities,  privileges  and  powers,  as  generally 
other  townes  within  this  Colonie  have  and  doe  enjoy.”  The  authoritative 
legal  definition  of  a  town  in  England,  contemporary  with  the  earliest  Con¬ 
necticut  settlements  is  given  in  the  first  edition  of  Coke’s  Commentaries  upon 
Littleton,  published  1G28:  “It  can  not  be  a  town  in  law,  unless  it  hath,  or 
in  past  time  hath  had,  a  church,  and  celebration  of  Divine  services,  sacra¬ 
ments  and  burials.”  The  church  bodies  which  moved  bodily,  with  their 
pastors,  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticut,  proceeded  to  exercise  the  secu¬ 
lar  powers  which  we  regard  as  those  of  the  town,  but  the  English  town¬ 
ship  is  known  by  its  ecclesiastical  name  of  parish.  Several  of  our  towns 
were  first  set  off  as  parishes,  from  great  town-tracts;  yet  the  town  in  Con¬ 
necticut  colony  essentially  separated  church  and  state  in  government,  in 
that  it  never  restricted  political  suffrage  to  church  members.  As  to  dates, 
the  official  colonial  records  are  followed,  as  soon  as  they  begin,  1636. 

1.  Windsor,  settled  by  a  company  from  Plymouth,  Mass.,  arriving 

with  the  frame  and  materials  of  a  trading  house  on  their  vessel 
Sept.  26,  1633.  This  house  was  set  up,  80  to  100  rods  belovv 
the  mouth  of  the  Farmington  River,  on  a  tract  previously  bought 
of  the  original  Indian  proprietors.  Before  the  summer  of  1635, 
the  settlers  had  bought  Great  Meadow,  north  of  the  Farmington, 
and  placed  cattle  and  servants  on  their  lands.  They  sold  out, 
1637  and  1638,  to  Dorchester,  Mass.,^  settlers,  who  had  arrived  in 
»  their  vicinity,  1635,  and  named  their  settlement  Dorchester.  It 

was  named  in  1637  from  Windsor  in  Berkshire,  now  a  royal  resi¬ 
dence.  Samuel  Maverick,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  near  Boston, 
writes  in  1660,  “Windsor  .  .  .  the  first  Towne  on  the 
River.”

LUTHERAN. 

Introductory  Remark. — The  following  clergymen  comprise  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Valley  Pastoral  Conferences.  These  pastors,  with  their  congrega¬ 
tions  are  affiliated  with  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri, 
Ohio,  and  other  states,”  organized  in  the  year  1847,  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  and 
now  the  largest  Lutheran  Synod  in  America.  This  Synod  maintains  two 
theological  seminaries,  two  normal  schools  and  eleven  colleges  to  prepare 
young  men  for  the  holy  ministry.  The  largest  institution  is  the  Concordia 
Theological  Seminary  located  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  which  has  at  the  present 
time  (1925)  an  enrollment  of  over  400  students  of  divinity.  In  most  of 
these  churches  of  the  Connecticut  V’^alley  Conference  the  services  are  con¬ 
ducted  not  only  in  the  German  language,  but  also  in  the  English  tongue. 
Several  congregations  maintain  and  support  Christian  day  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  their  children  distinctively  Christian  and  moral  training. 
Such  schools  are  located  in  Danbury,  Bristol,  Meriden,  New  Britain, 
Bridgeport,  New  Haven,  and  Holyoke,  Mass.  One  congregation  is  Lith¬ 
uanian,  and  one  with  several  affiliated  charges  is  Slovak.  Thirty  years 
ago  there  were  only  four  resident  pastors  of  Connecticut,  now  there  are 
twenty-one  with  thirty  congregations.  The  Connecticut  Conference  meets 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month,  in  the  German-English  Lutheran 
Christ  Church,  925  Broad  Street,  corner  .Madison,  Hartford,  Conn.  A 
temporary  chairman  is  elected  for  every  conference,  and  the  present  clerk 
is  the  Rev,  W.  Heintze,  7  School  Street,  Westerly,  R.  I.

(Revised  to  March  15,  1925.) 

Before  the  Revolution  the  commissions  of  Notaries  emanated  from 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  The  commission  of  Elihu  Hall,  dated 
August  30,  1721,  is  registered  in  the  Secretary’s  office.  The  Governor  was 
first  authorized  in  1784  to  appoint  one  or  more  Notaries  Public  in  this 
State,  as  the  commercial  interests  thereof  may  render  if  necessary  or  con¬ 
venient.  In  1833  Notaries  were  empowered  to  administer  oaths  and  take 
acknowledgments  of  deeds.  In  1800  there  were  fifteen  Notaries  in  Con¬ 
necticut;’  in  1812,  thirty-two;  in  1827,  sixty-four.

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The  Legislative  Social  Club  of  1875,  organized  during  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  General  Assembly  in  that  year,  was  the  only  associa¬ 
tion  of  several  formed  at  various  times  which  continued  active 
and  held  annual  reunions.  On  the  occasion  of  its  eleventh 
reunion  at  Hartford,  in  February,  1886,  arrangements  were  made 
for  a  general  legislative  reunion,  on  the  fifth  day  of  May  in  that 
year  at  the  Capitol.  This  was  the  first  general  reunion  of  State 
officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  history  of 
the  State.  The  executive  committee  was  composed  of  ex- 
Governor  H.  B.  Bigelow  of  New  Haven  (chairman),  ex-Secretary 
of  State  D.  Ward  Northrop  of  Middletown,  ex-Senators  Caleb 
B.  Bowers  of  New  Haven  and  N.  B.  Stevens  of  Hartford,  ex- 
Representatives  Wm,  H.  Pond  of  Milford,  S.  A.  Hubbard  and 
Leverett  Brainard  of  Hartford,  and  Burwell  Carter  of  Plainville; 
George  D.  Curtis,  of  Hartford,  secretary.  The  records  of  the 
reunion  show:  Governors  living  at  that  time,  ten;  present  at  the 
reunion,  seven.  Lieutenant-Governors,  eleven ;  present,  seven ; 
Secretaries,  twelve;  present,  ten.  Treasurers,  eleven;  present, 
seven.  Comptrollers,  twelve ;  present,  seven.  Whole  number  of 
State  officers.  Senators  and  Representatives  reported  as  then  liv¬ 
ing,  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-two;  present  at  the 
reunion,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one.  Reunions  of 
survivors  of  the  several  Legislatures  were  held  in  the  forenoon  in 
rooms  assigned  in  the  Capitol,  and  the  literary  exercises  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  included  addresses  by  dis¬ 
tinguished  persons.  Executive  Committees  were  appointed  on 
that  day,  at  several  individual  legislative  reunions,  to  arrange 
for  future  reunions.  A  legislative  reunion  was  held  May  7, 
1919,  in  the  State  Capitol  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of 
the  centennial  of  the  General  Assembly.

(As  per  Revision  in  Rates  as  of  April  15,  1925). 

RATES  OF  POSTAGE  ON  DOMESTIC  MATTER. 

1.  First  Class. — Letters  and  all  other  written  matter  whether 
sealed  or  unsealed,  and  all  the  matter,  sealed,  tied  or  fastened 
in  any  manner  so  that  it  cannot  be  easily  examined,  two  cents  an 
ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  Postal  cards,  one  cent  each.  Postal 
cards  are  now  provided  with  a  space  occupying  one-third  of  the 
card  for  writing  or  printing  on  the  address  side.  Post  cards  is¬ 
sued  by  private  enterprise  are  under  special  regulations  of  the 
department,  but  in  general  have  the  same  privileges,  and  are 
now  2  cents  each.  Local  drop  letters  2  cents  an  ounce.  Type¬ 
writing  and  carbon  and  letter  press  copies  thereof  are  equivalent 
of  handwriting  and  are  classed  as  such  in  all  cases. 

2.  Second  Class. — Newspapers  and  periodical  publications 
when  sent  by  publishers  or  news  agents,  the  zone  rates  apply. 
Newspapers  and  periodical  publications  sent  by  persons  other 
than  the  publishers  and  news  agents,  two  cents  for  each  two 
ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

3.  Third  Class. — Third  class  matter  now  comprises  books 
weighing  8  ounces  or  less,  and  miscellaneous  printed  matter 
weighing  8  ounces  or  less.  All  other  matter  now  comes  under 
“parcel  post”  rates  and  conditions  weighing  over  eight  ounces. 

NAME  AND  ADDRESS  OF  SENDER. 

Whenever  the  interest  or.  convenience  of  the  sender  of  mail 
matter  does  not  forbid  it  he  should  print  or  write  on  it  his  name 
and  address  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  of  the  letter  or  pack¬ 
age,  obligatory  in  case  of  parcel  post  matter.  This  will  secure 
a  notice  to  the  sender  in  case  of  non-delivery,  avoiding  the  de¬ 
lay  involved  in  sending  it  to  the  dead-letter  office,  and,  in  case  of 
a  letter,  the  necessary  invasion  there  of  its  privacy. 

The  reason  why  so  many  articles  of  dead  mail  matter  are 
accumulated  and  sold  by  the  department  every  year  is  that  they 
have  nothing  on  them  to  indicate  who  mailed  them. 

It  is  very  desirable  to  the  department  to  have  the  senders  of 
matter  endorse  upon  it  their  names  and  addresses.

Printed  matter  one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction ;  sam¬ 
ples  of  merchandise,  two  cents  for  first  four  ounces  and  one 
cent  for  each  additional  two;  weight-limit  for  samples,  12 
ounces.  Commercial  papers,  five  cents  for  first  ten  ounces  or 
less,  one  cent  for  each  additional  two  ounces  or  fraction  of  two 
ounces. 
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PARCEL  POST. 

WHEN  SERVICE  EXISTS. 

Parcels  weighing  up  to  eleven  pounds  may  be  sent  to  most 
foreign  countries  by  parcel  post.  (Consult  your  Postmaster  for 
list  of  Foreign  Parcel  Post). 

POSTAGE  RATES  ON  ARTICLES  FOR  CANADA,  CUBA,  MEXICO,  AND  THE 
REPUBLIC  OF  PANAMA. 

1.  Articles  addressed  for  delivery  in  Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico, 
and  the  Republic  of  Panama,  are  subject  to  the  same  postage 
rates  and  conditions  which  would  apply  to  them  if  they  were  ad¬ 
dressed  for  delivery  in  the  United  States,  except  that, 

a.  Letters  and  postal  cards  must  be  dispatched  to  Canada, 
Cuba  and  Mexico,  if  prepaid,  one  full  rate  of  postage; 
Panama,  whether  prepaid  or  not.  Other  articles  for  Panama 
must  be  prepaid  at  least  in  part  and  for  Cuba,  Canada  and  Mex¬ 
ico  in  full.  Limit  of  weight  to  Canada,  11  pounds,  Cuba  4 
pounds  6  ounces. 

b.  “Prints,”  “samples,”  and  “commercial  papers”  may  be  sent 
subject  to  the  postage  rates,  weight-limit  and  other  conditions 
applicable  to  similar  articles  in  Postal  Union  mails. 

c.  Plants,  seeds,  etc.,  mailed  to  Canada  are  subject  to  the 
postage  rate  of  one  cent  an  ounce. 

d.  Articles  other  than  letters  in  their  usual  and  ordinary  form 
are  excluded  from  the  mails  unless  they  are  so  wrapped  that 
their  contents  can  be  easily  examined  by  postmasters  and  cus¬ 
toms  officers.  Any  article  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  as  the  word 
“envelope”  is  generally  used,  without  regard  to  its  size,  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  “in  the  usual  and  ordinary  form”  of  a  letter.  But 
unsealed  packages  may  contain,  in  sealed  receptacles,  articles 
which  cannot  be  safely  transmitted  in  unsealed  receptacles;  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  contents  of  the  closed  receptacles  are  plainly  vis¬ 
ible  or  are  precisely  stated  on  the  covers  of  the  closed  recep¬ 
tacles  and  that  the  package  is  so  wrapped  that  the  outer  cover 
can  be  easily  opened. 

All  mail  matter  passing  between  the  United  States  and  Porto 
Rico,  Guam,  the  Philippines  and  Hawaii,  or  between  these  island 
possessions  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  United 
States  domestic  classifications,  conditions,  and  rates  of  postage. 

UNMAILABLE  MATTER. 

Obscene  books,  letters,  papers,  pictures,  and  postal  cards; 
lottery  circulars  and  letters;  gunpowder,  and  other  explosives, 
live  or  dead  (not  dried)  reptiles,  animals,  and  insects  (except 
bees)  ;  poisons;  and  any  articles  liable  to  injure  the  mails  or  the 
persons  of  those  handling  them. 
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WEIGHING  PACKAGES. 

Have  all  packages  weighed  at  the  post  office.  Postage  must 
be  prepaid  in  full  or  the  packages  will  not  be  dispatched. 

REFORWARDING. 

Letters  will  be  forwarded  from  one  post-office  to  another 
upon  the  written  request  of  the  person  addressed  without  ad¬ 
ditional  charge  for  postage,  but  packages  of  third  and  fourth 
class  matter  cannot  be  forwarded  or  returned  without  a  new 
payment  of  postage,  unless  postage  is  guaranteed,  which  must 
be  stated  on  upper  left-hand  corner  of  wrapper  or  envelope. 

WHEN  SERVICE  EXISTS. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  transmission,  in  the  mails  proper, 
exchanged  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries  of 
articles  of  miscellaneous  merchandise,  unless  they  are  sent  as 
bona  fide  trade  samples  which  comply  with  the  prescribed  condi¬ 
tions.  But  as  the  postal  conventions  do  not  define  the  term  “let¬ 
ter,”  it  is  held  that  a  package  upon  which  the  postage  has  been 
paid  at  the  letter  rate  in  full  was  intended  by  the  sender  to  be  sent 
as  a  letter;  and  when  it  does  not  contain  prohibited  articles,  is  re¬ 
quired  to  1^  considered  and  treated  as  a  letter.  Consequently  un¬ 
sealed  packages  addressed  to  foreign  countries  which  are  fully  pre¬ 
paid  at  the  rate  of  postage  applicable  to  letters  are  allowed  to  be 
forwarded  to  their  destination,  even  though  they  contain  articles 
of  miscellaneous  merchandise. 

The  Universal  Postal  Union  embraces  all  civilized  countries, 
including  their  colonies,  practically  every  point  to  or  from  which 
mails' are  forwarded. 

THE  SPECIAL  DELIVERY  SYSTEM. 

Mailable  matter  intended  for  special  delivery  may  be  mailed 
at,  and  will  be  delivered  from,  any  post-office  in  the  United 
States.  Special  delivery  between  United  States  and  Canada, 
twenty  cents  (two  ten-cent  special  delivery  stamps). 

Accordingly,  every  article  of  mailable  matter  to  which  is 
affixed  a  ten  cent  special  delivery  stamp,  or  other  stamps  of 
equal  amount  with  the  words  “special  delivery”  above  or  under 
them,  in  addition  to  the  postage  required  by  law,  will  upon  its 
arrival  by  mail,  have  immediate  delivery  by  a  special  messenger 
within  the  carrier  limits  of  any  Tree-delivery  post-office  from  7 
a.  m.  to  11  p.  m.,  or  within  one  mile  of  any  other  post-office  in 
the  United  States  to  which  it  may  be  addressed. 

This  provision  also  applies  to  drop  letters  and  other  mailable 
matter  deposited  for  local  delivery,  and  to  registered  letters, 
when  bearing  special  delivery  stamps  in  addition  to  the  full 
postage  and  the  proper  registry  fee. 

Special  delivery  stamps  are  sold  at  all  post-offices,  and  cannot 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  secure  immediate  de¬ 
livery. 
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SPECIA  DELIVERY  FEES. 

Not  exceeding  two  pounds  in  weight  ...  10  cents 

Two  pounds  and  not  more  than  ten  pounds  .  .  15  cents 

Ten  pounds  up  to  70  pounds . 20  cents 

THE  POSTAL  MONEY  ORDER  SYSTEM. 

The  money  order  system  is  intended  to  promote  public  con¬ 
venience  and  to  secure  safety  through  the  mails  of  small  sums 
of  money.  The  maximum  amount  of  a  single  order  is  $100. 

A  person  applying  for  a  money  order  will  be  required  to  state 
the  particulars  upon  a  form  of  application  which  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  postmaster. 

Parties  procuring  money  orders  should  examine  them  to  see 
that  they  are  properly  filled  up  and  stamped.  This  caution  is 
necessary  to  avoid  difficulties  in  the  way  of  payment. 

A  money  order  may  be  indorsed  once,  but  not  oftener.  The 
person  who  presents  a  money  order  for  payment  must  be  iden¬ 
tified  if  unknown  to  the  postmaster. 

A  money  order  may  be  repaid  at  the  office  of  issue  within 
one  year,  provided  it  bears  not  more  than  one  endorsement. 
The  fee  will  not  be  refunded.  When  a  money  order  has  been 
lost  by  either  remitter,  payee,  or  endorsee,  a  duplicate  thereof 
will  be  issued  by  the  department,  free  of  charge,  to  the  owner 
of  the  original  upon  his  making  application  (stating  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  loss)  to  be  forwarded  by  the  issuing  post¬ 
master. 

Money  orders  are  paid  at  any  money  order  office  within  30 
days  after  issue. 

The  fees  or  charges  for  domestic  money  orders  will  be  as 
follows : 

For  orders  not  exceeding  $2.50 
For  orders  not  exceeding  $5  .  .  . 

For  orders  exceeding  $5,  and  not  exceeding  $10- 
For  orders  exceeding  $10,  and  not  exceeding  $20 
For  orders  exceeding  $20,  and  not  exceeding  $40 
For  orders  exceeding  $40,  and  not  exceeding  $60 
For  orders  exceeding  $60,  and  not  exceeding  $80 
For  orders  exceeding  $80,  and  not  exceeding  $100

THE  REGISTRY  SYSTEM. 

The  registry  system  is  intended  to  secure  valuable  mail  mat¬ 
ter  in  its  transmission  through  the  mails  the  utmost  security 
attainable.  Fourth  class  matter  cannot  be  registered,  but  can 
be  insured.

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The  fee  on  registered  matter,  domestic  or  foreign,  is  ten 
cents  for  each  letter  or  parcel,  to  be  affixed  in  stamps,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  postage.  Full  prepayment  of  postage  and  fee  is  re¬ 
quired.  Two  or  more  letters  or  parcels  addressed  to,  or  in¬ 
tended  for,  the  same  person  cannot  be  tied  or  otherwise  fastened 
together  and  registered  as  one. 

Fee  3  cents  in  stamps  affixed  collected  from  sender  for  return 
registry  receipt.* 

Postmasters,  before  receiving  a  letter  for  registration,  must 
require  the  sender  to  have  it  securely  sealed  with  its  contents; 
to  have  it  fully  and  legibly  addressed;  to  have  his  or  her  name 
and  address  endorsed  across  the  end;  and  to  have  affixed  the 
necessary  stamps  to  fully  prepay  postage  and  fee.  Postmasters, 
before  receiving  third-class  matter  for  registration,  must  require 
full  address,  endorsement,  and  full  prepayment  of  fee  and  post¬ 
age,  and  further  require  that  such  matter  shall  be  marked 
“Third-Class,”  and  so  put  up  as  to  safely  bear  transportation, 
and  admit  an  examination  of  contents  to  ascertain  that  it  is  ad¬ 
missible  to  the  mails  as  such  matter. 

Indemnity  up  to  $100  is  now  paid  on  lost  domestic  registered 
matter  of  first  class,  and  $25  on  other  classes.  Indemnity  up  to 
$9.65  is  paid  on  foreign  registered  pieces  of  all  classes,  but  not 
on  articles  sent  by  parcel  post,  except  to  Chili,  Denmark,  Fin¬ 
land,  Mexico,  Norway,  El  Salvador,  and  Sweden. 


DOMESTIC  PARCEL  POST. 

A  general  parcel  post  in  the  United  States  provided  for  in 
Section  8  of  the  Act  of  August  24,  1912,  went  into  effect 
January  1,  1913,  and  is  now  operative. 

No  change  in  rates  except  that  a  service  charge  of  two  cents  for 
each  parcel  must  be  affixed  in  stamps. 

The  parcel  post  regulations  provide  as  follows : 

“That  hereafter  fourth-class  mail  matter  shall  embrace  all 
other  matter,  including  farm  and  factory  products,  not  now 
embraced  by  law  in  either  the  first,  second  or  third  class,  not 
exceeding  in  weight  70  lbs.  in  local,  1st,  2d  and  3d  zones;  50  lbs. 
in  4th  to  8th  zones,  nor  greater  in  size  than  eighty-four  inches 
in  length  and  girth  combined,  nor  in  form  or  kind  likely  to  in¬ 
jure  the  person  of  any  postal  employee  or  damage  the  mail 
equipment  or  other  mail  matter,  and  not  of  a  character  perish¬ 
able  within  a  period  reasonably  required  for  transportation  and 
delivery.  All  parcel  post  matter  must  bear  name  of  sender. 

That  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  United  States  and  its 
several  Territories  and  possessions,  excepting  the  Philippine 
Islands,  shall  be  divided  into  units  of  area  thirty  minutes  square, 
identical  with  a  quarter  of  the  area  formed  by  the  intersecting 
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parallels  of  latitude  and  meridians  of  longitude,  represented  on 
appropriate  postal  maps  or  plans,  and  such  units  of  area  shall 
be  the  basis  of  eight  postal  zones  as  follows : 

(o)  The  first  zone  shall  include  all  territory  within  such 
quadrangle,  in  conjunction  with  every  contiguous  quadrangle, 
representing  an  area  having  a  mean  radial  distance  of  approx¬ 
imately  fifty  miles  from  the  center  of  any  given  unit  of  area. 

(b)  The  second  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside  the 
first  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  approx¬ 
imately  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  the  center  of  a  given 
unit  of  area. 

(c)  The  third  zone  shall  include  all  units  of, area  outside  the 
second  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  ap¬ 
proximately  three  hundred  miles  from  the  center  of  a  given 
unit  of  area. 

(d)  The  fourth  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside 
the  third  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  ap¬ 
proximately  six  hundred  miles  from  the  center  of  a  given  unit 
of  area. 

(e)  The  fifth  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside  the 
fourth  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  approx¬ 
imately  one  thousand  miles  from  the  center  of  a  given  unit  of 
area. 

(/)  The  sixth  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside  the 
fifth  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  approx¬ 
imately  one  thousand  four  hundred  miles  from  the  center  of 
a  given  unit  of  area. 

(g)  The  seventh  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside 
the  sixth  zone  lying  in  whole  or  in  part  within  a  radius  of  ap¬ 
proximately  one  thousand  eight  hundred  miles  from  the  center 
of  a  given  unit  of  area. 

(h)  The  eighth  zone  shall  include  all  units  of  area  outside  of 
the  seventh  zone.” 

RATES  OF  POSTAGE. 

Parcels  weighing  eight  ounces  or  less  are  mailable  at  the  rate 
of  IV2  cents  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  of  two  ounces  re¬ 
gardless  of  distance.  Parcels  weighing  more  than  eight  ounces 
are  mailable  at  the  pound  rate  shown  in  the  table  of  zones,  given 
on  the  following  page ;  a  fraction  of  a  pound  is  considered  a  full 
pound. 

WHERE  MAILABLE. 

Parcels  must  be  mailed  at  a  post-office,  branch  post-office, 
named  or  lettered  station,  or  such  numbered  stations  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  postmaster,  or  delivered  to  a  rural  or  other 
carrier  duly  authorized  to  receive  such  matter. 
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Parcels  collected  on  star  routes  must  be  deposited  in  the  next 
post-office  at  which  the  carrier  arrives  and  postage  charged  at 
the  rate  from  that  office.  No  revised  charge  on  parcels  collected 
on  rural  routes. 


LIMIT  OF  WEIGHT  AND  SIZE. 

If  a  parcel  exceeds  in  weight,  70  lbs.  in  local,  1st,  2d  and  3d 
zones,  or  50  lbs.  in  4th  to  8th  zones,  both  inclusive,  or  is  greater 
in  size  than  eighty-four  inches  in  length  and  girth  combined,  it 
must  be  refused,  no  matter  how  small  the  excess  may  be  in 
either  case. 

The  law  prescribes  that  a  package  to  be  admitted  to  the  par¬ 
cel  post  shall  not  exceed  eighty-four  inches  in  combined  length 
and  girth.  In  measuring  the  length  the  greatest  distance  in  a 
straight  line  between  the  two  ends  of  the  parcel  shall  be  taken, 
while  the  girth  is  the  actual  measurement  by  a  tape  encircling 
the  parcel  at  its  thickest  part. 

Special  handling  (first  class  service)  of  parcel  post  matter  may 
be  obtained  by  paying  25  cents  in  stamps  in  addition  to  regular 
postage  and  2  cents  service  charge. 

INSURANCE  ON  PARCELS  (DOMESTIC). 

A  mailable  parcel  on  which  the  postage  is  fully  prepaid  may  be 
insured  against  loss.  Up  to  $5.00,  5  cents ;  up  to  $25.00,  8  cents ; 
up  to  $50.00,  10  cents;  up  to  $100,  25  cents.  Stamps  for  same  to 
be  affixed  to  parcel,  in  addition  to  postage.  Return  receipt  charge¬ 
able  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  in  stamps  affixed  by  sender. 

INSURANCE  ON  PARCELS  (cANADA). 

A  parcel  may  be  insured  against  loss :  Up  to  $5,00,  fee  3  cents ; 
up  to  $25.00,  fee  6  cents;  up  to  $50.00  fee  12  cents;  up  to  $100.00, 
fee,  30  cents. 

This  does  not  include  parcels  for  Labrador  or  Newfoundland, 
which  have  postal  service  separate  and  distinct  from  that  of 
Canada.

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REPRESENTATIVES. 


Previous  to  1837  the  Representatives  from  this  State  were  elected  by 
the  people  at  large.  The  number  at  first,  under  the  Constitution,  was  five 
and  by  later  apportionments  was  changed  in  1793  to  seven,  in  1823  to 
six  and  in  1843  to  four.  From  1837  to  1843  they  were  elected  one  from 
each  of  the  six  districts  into  which  the  State  was  divided  by  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly:  from  1843  to  1911  they  were  elected,  one  from  each 
of  the  four  districts  established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1842,  as 
follows:  District  number  one,  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Hartford  and 
Tolland;  district  number  two,  the  counties  of  New  Haven  and  Middlesex; 
district  number  three,  the  counties  of  New  London  and  Windham;  district 
number  four,  the  counties  of  Fairfield  and  Litchfield.  A  fifth  repre¬ 
sentative,  to  which  the  State  is  entitled  under  the  census  of  1900,  was 
chosen  at  large.  At  the  session  of  1911  the  state  was  divided  into  five 
districts  as  follows:  District  No.  1,  County  of  Hartford;  District  No.  2, 
Counties  of  Tolland,  Windham,  New  London,  and  Middlesex;  District 
No.  3,  Towns  of  Cheshire,  Meriden,  Wallingford,  Bethany,  Hamden,  North 
Haven,  North  Branford,  Guilford,  Madison,  Woodbridge,  Orange,  West 
Haven,  Milford,  New  Haven,  East  Haven  and  Branford  in  County  of  New 
Haven;  District  No.  4,  County  of  Fairfield;  District  No.  5,  County  of  Litch¬ 
field  aiid  the  Towns  of  Southbury,  Middlebury,  Waterbury,  Wolcott,  Oxford, 
Naugatuck,  Prospect,  Beacon  Falls,  Seymour.  Ansonia,  and  Derby  in  the 
County  of  New  Haven.  At  the  session  of  1921  a  law  was  passed  creating 
the  office  of  congressman-at-large  to  be  in  effect  if  the  federal  apportion' 
ment  gave  Connecticut  six  congressmen. 

In  instances  where  no  districts  are  given  the  elections  were  at  large.

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The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  is  vested  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution  in  the  Governor.  He  has  power  to  administer  oaths,  sign  writs, 
and  issue  process.  He  is  directed  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully 
executed.  On  special  emergencies  he  may  convene  the  General  Assembly 
in  special  session  at  any  place  in  the  State.  He  is  commander-in-chief 
of  the  militia  of  the  State;  has  power  to  grant  reprieves  in  all  cases 
except  impeachment;  may  himself  be  impeached;  has  power  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  requisitions  for  criminals.  All  commissions  must  be  signed  by  him, 
and  he  may  appoint  Notaries  Public,  and  Commissioners  in  other  states 
and  in  the  territories.  He  has  power  to  veto  all  bills  passed  by  the 
Assembly,  but  his  veto  may  be  overridden  by  a  majority  vote  in  both 
Houses,  upon  a  reconsideration.  Any  bill  not  returned  by  him  within 
three  days,  Sundays  excepted,  after  being  presented  to  him,  becomes  a 
law  in  like  manner  as  if  signed  by  him,  unless  the  General  Assembly  by 
its  adjournment  prevents  its  return,  in  which  case  it  does  not  become  a 
law.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  General  Assembly  information 
of  the  state  of  government,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  deems 
expedient.  He  may  adjourn  the  General  Assembly  in  case  of  disagree¬ 
ment  between  the  two  Houses  to  such  time  as  he  thinks  proper,  not  beyond 
the  day  of  the  next  stated  session.  He  nominates  to  the  General  Assembly 
the  judges  of  the  Supreme,  Superior,  Common  Pleas,  and  District  Courts, 
appoints  three  members  of  Board  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  a  Dairy  Com¬ 
missioner,  a  Commissioner  on  Domestic  Animals  and  five  Compensation 
Commissioners,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoints  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Commissioner,  Highway  Commissioner,  Public  Utilities  Commissioners, 
Bank  Commissioner,  Tax  Commissioner,  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
Harbor  Commissioners,  Dental  Commissioners,  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy, 
State  Tuberculosis  Commissioners,  and  Commissioners  of  Labor  and  Factory 
Inspection,  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles,  Directors  of  the  State 
Prison,  members-at-large  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  Board  of 
Education,  Commissioner  of  Health  and  a  Public  Health  Council,  members 
of  the  State  Board  of  Finance,  and  various  other  minor  Boards  and  Com¬ 
missions.  He  is  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Control,  Con¬ 
necticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Education,  Education  of  the 
Blind,  Soldiers’  Hospital  Board,  Agriculture,  and  Pardons,  a  member  of 
the  State  Library  Committee,  a  Trustee  of  the  Connecticut  State  Hospital, 
a  member  of  the  Corporation  of  Yale  University,  a  manager  of  Fitch’s 
Home  for  the  Soldiers,  and  one  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Sheffield 
Scientific  School. 

The  Governor  presided  over  the  General  Assembly  before  it  was  divided 
into  two  houses  in  1698;  from  that  date  until  the  adoption  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  1818  he  presided  in  the  council  or  upper  house,  with  a  casting 
vote  but  with  no  veto  power. 

.  The  title  of  His  Excellency  was  given  to  the  Governor  by  an  act  passed 
in  May,  1777. 

The  Governor  holds  his  office  for  two  years,  and  receives  an  annual 
salary  of  $5,000.

LIEUTENA  NT-GOVER  NORS. 
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DEPUTY  OR  LIEUTENANT-GOVERNORS 


Before  the  Constitution  of  1818  the  Deputy-Governor  presided  in  council, 
or  the  upper  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  absence  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor;  but  when  the  Governor  was  present  the  Deputy-Governor  had  a 
voice  in  council.  Until  1818  he  could  exercise  the  office  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and  he  could  sign  writs  until  1879. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  President  of  the  Senate,  has  a  casting  vote 
therein,  and  the  right  to  debate  when  it  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve,  inability  to  perform 
the  powers  and  duties  in  his  office,  impeachment,  removal  from  office  or 
absence  from  the  State  of  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is  required 
by  the  Constitution  “to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Governor,  until  another 
be  chosen  at  the  next  periodical  election  for  Governor,  and  be  duly  quali¬ 
fied;  or  until  the  disability  be  removed,  or,  until  the  Governor  impeached 
or  absent,  shall  be  acquitted  or  return.”  He  is  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the 
Corporation  of  Yale  University,  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Sheffield  Scientific  .School. 

The  title  of  His  Honor  was  conferred  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
at  the  revision  of  the  Statutes  in  1784. 

He  is  elected  for  two  years  and  receives  an  annual  salary  of  $1,500.

SECRETARIES. 


The  Secretary  of  the  State  has  the  custody  of  the  public  documents 
and  records  of  the  State,  and  particularly  of  the  Acts  and  Resolutions  and 
Orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  is  required  to  record  the  same.  He 
is  the  keeper  of  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  and  is  required  by  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  to  attest  all  commissions  issUed  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  State.  In  his_  office  are  filed  certificates  of  the  incorporation,  and  all 
other  certificates  incidental  thereto,  of  corporations,  and  annual  reports  of 
all  corporations  with  capital  stock  that  are  required  by  law  to  file  such 
reports.  His  duties  include  the  reception  and  approval,  under  the  corrupt 
practice  act,  of  reports  of  expenditures  of  candidates  for  office,  and  politi¬ 
cal  treasurers.  He  is  required  to  prepare  and  publish  annually  this  sta¬ 
tistical  book,  and,  at  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
a  roll  and  manual  for  its  use.  He  superintends  the  publication  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  laws,  and  also  the  printing  of  all  ballots,  where  necessary, 
for  state,  town,  city,  and  borough  elections.  At  the  opening  of  every 
regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly  he  calls  the  Senate  to  order,  and 
administers  the  official  oath  to  the  Senators  present,  and  makes  the  formal 
proclamation  at  the  final  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Hs  is  a  member  of  the  State  Library  Committee,  and  the  State  Board  of 
Canvassers. 

His  term  is  for  two  years,  and  his  salary  $2,500  per  annum.

TREASURERS. 


The  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  State, 
and  is  to  disburse  the  same  only  as  he  may  be  directed  by  law.  All 
warrants  or  orders  for  the  disbursement  of  public  money  must  be  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  Comptroller’s  office  before  they  can  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 
He  is  required  to  give  bonds  to  the  State  in  the  sum  of  $.50,000  and  $50,000 
as  Manager  of  the  School  Fund,  and  each  of  his  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
$15,000.  Annually,  he  is  to  make  a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  of 
June  preceding,  and  of  its  debts  and  credits  on  that  day,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  next  session,  and  biennially  he  is  to  prepare  estimates  of  State 
expenditures  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  Mortgages  to  the  State  or  to  the 
Treasurer  are  released  by  him.  He  has  the  care  and  management  of  the 
School  Fund,  the  Department  of  State  Agencies  and  Institutions,  and  of 
the  Agricultural  College  Fund,  and  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  Board  of  Canvassers,  Board  of  Control,  Banking  Commission, 
and  State  Board  of  Finance. 

He  is  elected  for  two  years,  and  receives  an  annual  salary  of  $1,500  and 
$1,000  for  care  and  management  of  the  School  Fund.

COMPTROLLERS. 


The  office  of  Comptroller  was  created  in  1786,  by  the  General  Assembly, 
by  whoin  the  appointment  was  made  until  1838,  and  since  then,  by  the 
Constitutional  Amendment  of  1836,  he  has  been  elected  by  the  people,  in 
like  manner  as  other  State  officers. 

Before  the  institution  of  this  office,  orders  on  the  Treasurer  might  be 
drawn  by  the  Governor,  or  assistants;  and  by  justices  of  the  peace  for 
sums  under  forty  shillings.  The  committee  of  the  Pay-Table,  which  this 
office  superseded,  was  originally  established  to  liquidate  and  adjust  accounts 
of  expenses  relating  to  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

The  Comptroller  is  required  to  adjust  and  settle  all  public  accounts  and 
demands,  except  grants  and  orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  pre¬ 
scribe  the  mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  all  public  accounts.  It  is  his 
duty  to  state,  from  time  to  time,  the  amount  of  debts  and  credits  of  the 
State,  to  examine  into  the  collection  of  taxes,  to  see  that  all_  officers 
engaged  in  their  assessment  or  collection  faithfully  perform  their  duty, 
and  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  those  who  are  unfaithful;  to  present 
all  claims  in  favor  of  the  State  against  estates  of  insolvent  and  deceased 
persons,  and  bring  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  money  and  property  of 
the  State. 

He  procures  the  State  printing  to  be  done,  has  the  care  of  the  State 
Capitol  and  grounds,  and  may  appoint  a  superintendent  and  assistant  super¬ 
intendent  thereof.  He  is  required  to  submit  to  the  General  Assembly,  at 
the  opening  of  each  regular  session,  and  oftener,  if  required,  an  abstract 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public  funds  for  the  two  years 
ending  the  30th  of  June  preceding,  and  plans  and  estimates  relating  to  the 
public  expenditures,  revenues,  and  funds. 

He  is  ex-officio,  one  of  the  Auditors  of  the  Treasurer’s  accounts,  and  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  Board  of  Canvassers,  Board 
of  Control,  Banking  Commission,  State  Board  of  Finance  and  State  Police 
Commission,

ATTORNEYS-GENERAL. 


The  office  of  Attorney-General  was  created  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
1897.  The  incumbent  is  elected  by  the  people,  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  other  State  officers  and  must  be  an  attorney-at-law  of  at  least  ten  years 
active  practice  at  the  bar  of  this  State. 

His  duties  include  a  general  supervision  over  all  legal  matters  in  which  the 
State  is  an  interested  party,  except  those  over  which  prosecuting  officers 
have  direction.  He  is  required  to  appear  for  the  State,  the  several  elective 
State  officers,  the  State  boards,  commissions,  agents,  etc.,  and  institutions, 
in  all  suits  and  other  civil  proceedings,  excepting  upon  criminal  recogniz¬ 
ances  and  bail  bonds,  in  which  the  State  is  a  party  or  is  interested,  or  in 
which  the  official  acts  and  doings  of  said  officers  are  called  in  question  in 
any  court  or  other  tribunal.  He  is  to  give  his  opinion  upon  questions  of 
law  submitted  to  him  by  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  appear 
before  legislative  committees,  when  measures  affecting  the  State  treasury 
are  pending,  and  take  such  action  as  he  may  deem  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State,  and  act  as  general  counsel  for  State  officials  in 
matters  pertaining  to  their  official  duties.  He  makes  a  biennial  report  to 
the  Governor. 

He  is  chosen  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  receives  an  annual  salary 
of  $6,000.

CHIEF  JUSTICES. 


The  highest  court  in  Connecticut  was  the  General  Assembly,  until  1784, 
when  it  relinquished  its  functions  as  an  appellate  tribunal  to  the  upper 
house,  which,  when  sitting  for  these  purposes,  was  designated  as  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Errors.  The  presiding  officer  or  Chief  Judge  was  at 
first  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  later  the  Governor.  In  1807  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  this  court  was  completely  changed  by  substituting,  under  an 
Act  of  the  preceding  year,  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  the  Chief 
Judge  of  which  became  the  presiding  officer.  The  customary  appellation 
was,  for  some  years.  Chief  Judge,  but  in  the  Constitution  of  1818  the  term 
Chief  Justice  was  employed,  and  confirmed  a  practice  already  established  in 
that  respect.
